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APPEAL ORDERED IN ENAMEL 
PAINT CASE. 


The news has come from Washing- 
ton that an appeal is to be taken by 
the government in the suit of ‘‘Bird vs. 
the United States.’’ This suit, it may 
readily be remembered, involved the 
question of whether imported enamel 
paints should be classified for duty un- 
der paragraph 58, as coming under the 
catagory of ‘‘all paints, colors, pig- 
ments, lakes, crayons, smalts and frost- 
ings, whether crude or dry or mixed, or 
ground with water or oil, or with solu- 
tions other than oil, not otherwise pro- 
vided for,” at 30 per cent. ad valorem, or 
as under paragraph 57, which provides 
for “ white paint or pigment 
containing zinc, but not containing 
lead, dry, one cent per pound; ground 
in oil, one and three-fourths cents per 
pound.” The contention of the import- 
ers was that the goods should be 
classified under the second para- 
graph, while the domestic manufac- 
turers claimed that they properly be- 
longed under the first mentioned para- 
graph 58, as a paint without respect 
to color ground in “a solution other 
than oil not otherwise specified.”” The 
cause of the American manufacturers 
became really the cause of the govern- 
ment and the decision of the latter te 


appeal the case, which was recently 
decided against them by the’ Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York, is in reality a victory for the 
former. 

The history of this most interesting 
and important dispute between the im- 
porters and the government was very 
fully given in the editcrial columns of 
the Reporter for June 1. The whole 
status of the case, in fact, was so 
clearly set_forth that the secretary of 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association brought our editorial to the 
notice of the Attorney General as the 
most lucid way to illustrate the argu- 
inent in favor of the appeal, which the 
government quickly decided to take. 
We would call particular attention to 
this editorial, as it covers thoroughly 
yet concisely one of the most important 
paint decisions that the courts have 
been called upon to make in the in- 
terpretation of the tariff act, that it 
may be preserved as a “ready re- 
minder’ when similar questions come 
up for solution. The case as we 
pointed out in the editorial referred to, 
hinges upon the question as to whether 
the paint was a ‘white paint ground 
in oil,”’ and so come under the classi- 
fication defined in paragraph 57 or a 
paint without regard to color, ground 
in a solution other than oil, and so 
come under paragraph 58. 

The question will be finally settled 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals, and 
the progress of the case will be fol- 
lowed with no little show of interest 


by the entire paint trade.

CONCERNING REFUND OF TAX 
ON BAY RUM. 


When suit has been successfully 
brought against the government and 
the judgment of the lower courts con- 
firmed on appeal, the average layman 
or practical business man unaccustom- 
ed to dealings involving complications 
with the sovereign body of the State 
might reasonably expect that a govern- 
ment, blessed with unlimited resources, 
should reasonably be expected to make 
prompt and ample restitution in con- 
formation to a ruling of its own courts. 
But the more experienced unfortunate- 
ly know that only after the contention 
of the litigants has stood the severe 
test of trial and appeal does the real 
difficulty begin, the difficulty of re- 
covering the actual cash, 

It is not possible in government suits, 
as in the case of individual citizens, to 
issue execution and levy upon the as- 
sets of the judgment debtor. The liti- 
gant must be satisfied that he has been 
permitted to bring suit at all, knowing 
that a government may only be sued 
upon its own consent. The payment or 
refunding of public money is a duty 
which is approached at all times with 
considerable reluctance and is executed 





with the greatest caution by honest 
official intrusted with the dispensing 
of State funds. The decision of a 


court in the minds of many seemigly 
does not relieve them of the respon- 
sibility and each is often prone to make 
unto himself a court of ways and 
means, whereby this onerous and dis- 
agreeable task may be obviated to a 
greater or lesser extent. He who looks 
upon a court judgment as tantamount 
to a warrant for payment which has 
only to be presented at the wicket of 
the Treasury Department to be cashed 
will find himself woefully mistaken. 
The “Bay Rum case,” of recent fame 
and considerable notoriety, is one in 
point, and presents a most admirable 
object lesson on the necessity for thor- 
oughness in business dealings and the 
value of exceeding care in the execution 
of all details in business matters, how- 
ever bothersome or seemingly unimpor- 
tant. The case bristles with lessons and 
demonstrates the folly of taking any- 
thing for granted or of overlooking any 
little vantage point in dealings with 
government officials, who have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain when 
it comes to a question of restitution, 
In August, 1901, the “Bay Rum Case” 
was first inspired and only within the 
last few days has it reached the stage 
where “all was over but the payment 
of the money.” As bay rum from 
Porto Rico was not subject to a cus- 
toms duty it was sought to impose a 
tax upon it by levying an internal 


revenue impost of $1.10 per proof gal- 
lon on its alcoholic contents, and this 
has been done ever since despite the 
protests of importers until a Treasury 
order a few days ago abolished the tax. 
An importer sued for a refund on the 
ground that bay rum was bay rum and 
not distilled spirits. His contention 
was upheld by Judge Thomas in the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
southern division of New York, but 
judgment was given in favor of the 
gscvernment for the reason that this 
importer had not taken the precaution 
to file his claim within the time re- 
quired by law and so he forfeited his 
rights for recovery through ignorance 
or neglect. A second case was tried 
by Judge Hough of the same court and 
similiarly decided, except that in this 
instance the importer had complied 
with the legal requirements as to fil- 
ing of protest and the judgment carried 
with it the amount of the tax paid. 
An appeal was interposed by the gov- 
ernment, apparently not with any idea 
of securing a reversal of judgment, but 
to delay matters until something could 
be dene in way of legislation to remedy 
what is contended now to have been 
a fault in the construction of the act 
relative to Porto Rico importations. 
This appeal, as generally expected, 
went against the government and again 
placed the onus of further litigation 
on the State. After reviewing the 
status of the case the Atturney General 
advised against a further appeal to 


the court of last resort and an order 


Was issued to -be revenue off ials tu 
refrain from collecting the tax on bay 
rum pending further legislative meas- 
ures. 

It was now surmised by many, that 
the government, having acknowledged 
that it had been illegally imposing 
payments on certain importers, 
would promptly make restitution, and 
that the matter would be definitely 
and forever settled. But, even the 
law’s delays are as nothing timetimes 
compared with the time it takes to dis- 
entangle the web of red tape wound 
about the public purse. This is the 
crux of the object lesson. 

With the cessation of litigation On 
the part of the government, the im- 
porters promptly called for the money 
due them, and the officials as promptly 
sat down to consider, not how much 
they would be called upon to pay, 
but apparently how little the letter of 
the law would require of them, and 
how the payment of that little could 
be delayed. The result of these delib- 
erations was published in the Wash- 
ingto correspondence of the Reporter 
of June 8, and makes plain that the 
public, in its dealing with the govern- 
ment, cannot be too careful to leave no 
precaution neglected. 

In the first place it has been decided 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau that 
no claim can hold if due protest was 
not made at the time of the pay- 
ment of the tax, since a voluntary pay- 
ment to the government is not recover- 
even though it be afterwards 
shown that it was both illegal and 
unjust. The Department has decided 
that this rule must hold for the time 
being, even though the Court of Claims 
might afterwards decide that the im- 
porters who failed to make protest 
were saved by the protests of others. 

Then, again, the claim of a number 
of importers which had been rejected 
more than a year ago by Mr. Yerkes, 
who was then Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner, are not now recoverable, as 
it is held by the Comptroller that “an 
executive officer camnot reverse the ac- 
tion of his predecessor to the extent of 


able, 


allowing a rejected claim. This de- 
cision may be sound law, and it may 
seem perfectly reasonable to those 
familiar with the reason for the es- 


tablishment of such a precedent, but 
in this instance, it it is likely to lead 
to a very big “why?” 

The most curious phase of all the 
proceedings for the recovery of re- 
funds in the matter of the bay rum 
tax is that the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue is not authorized by 
law to pay any claim that has gone 
to judgment. These cannot be settled 
until Congress has appropriated a spe- 
cific sum for the purpose. It, there- 
fore, happens in the case of Newhall 


vs. Anderson, which was the suit 


decided adversely to the government 
by the Court of Appeals that the 
judgment creditor must wait until 
Congress by a special act, provides a 


fund and even then the actual payment 


might be delayed until the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1909. This is in some- 
what extraordinary contra-distinction 
to the position of those importers who 
have complied with all the provisions 
of the law as to the entering of pro- 
terests and the filing of claims, but who 
have not yet entered suit. These lat- 
ter are the only claimants the Com- 
missioner is authorized to pay without 
delay. In the case of the judgment 
creditors, however, the claims carry 
with them court costs and interest from 
time of judgment. 

One thing should particularly im- 
press itself upon importers, which is 
that all payments for duty or taxes 
considered excessive, should be made 
under protest. That a claim for refund 
should be promptly filed and that in 
event of rejection suit must be en- 
tered within two years after the cause 
of action occurred.

SYNTHETIC CAMPHOR IS A 
CRUDE PRODUCT. 


One of the most potent results of 
high priced eamphor last year was a 
great stimulus to the synthetic prod- 
uct, which has been perfected to a 
remarkable degree within a compara- 
tively recent date. In turn, the appear- 
ance of the manufactured gum, in 


growing quantities, had much to do in 


bringing the Japanese government to a 
sense of the danger to the camphor in- 
dustry of that country, and they were 
not slow in inaugurating certain 
changes in their system of distribution, 
which resulted in a substantial cut in 
the prices to the consumer, which re- 
duction was -further augmented by 
natural conditions governing trade. 

The synthetic product in the mean- 
time, however, had obtained quite a 
footing in this country and the ques- 
tion of its classification on the tariff 
list offered another new and unsolved 
problem to the customs officials. 

The importers claimed that the syn- 
thetic product was camphor in a crude 
form and as such was entitled to free 
entry, but the collector ruled that the 
merchandise more properly came under 
paragraph 12 of the tariff act of 1897, 
which provides a duty of six cents a 
pound on refined camphor. The ques- 
tion to be determined, therefore, was 
whether or not the chemically manu- 
factured article measured up to the re- 
quirements of the refined natural gum. 

The Board of Appraisers after hear- 
ing the evidence submitted reversed the 
ruling of the collector and the govern- 
ment appealed to the United States 
Circuit Court, which sustained the con- 
tention of the Board. The case was 
again appealed and last week the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals once more affirm- 
ed the judgment of the appraisers, re- 
versing that of the collector, and frdbm 
this time forth or until a revision of 
the tariff creates a change in classifi- 
cation, synthetic camphor may be im- 
ported as a crude produet. 

The decision of the higher court, 
based upon the testimony submitted 
was first, that the melting point of 
synthetic camphor was admittedly not 
only lower than the refined natural 
gum, but fell below that of the various 
samples of natural crude product. The 
resemblance to the latter, they found, 
was particularly close, though with cer- 
tain impurities removed, it would have 
all the attributes of refined. In other 
words the judges found that while cer- 
tain samples of synthetic camphor might 
have been purer for tariff purposes 
than the natural crude gum, yet it fell 
so short of being a refined article of 
commerce that it more closely re- 
sembled the latter, 

It had been the contention of the col-

Court of Appeals’ Judgmeut in 
Steel Wool Case Final. 


SUPREME COURT WILL NOT HEAR AR- 
GUMENTS ON FURTHER APPEAL, 
AND DECISION IN FAVOR OF 

IMPORTERS STANDS. 


The United States Supreme Court has 
refused to hear arguments in a test case 
relative to the rate of duty applicable to 
what is known as steel wool, an article 
used by painters and varnishers in the 
polishing of wood furniture, floors, etc. 
This will put an end to litigation of sev- 
eral years’ standing. The Circuit Court of 
Appeals, in the case of the Buehne Steel 
Wool Company, of Frieburg, Germany, 
vs, the United States, has reversed the 
decision of the Circuit Court and the 
Board of General Appraisers and render- 
ed judgment in favor of the importing 
firm, which had contended for a classifi- 
cation allowing of a lower rate of duty 
than originally imposed by the Collector, 
and still another classification by the 
Board of General Appraisers, which was 
sustained by the United States Circuit 
Court. 

The collector originally classified steel 
wool under paragraph 193 of the Dingley 
act as an article not specially provided 
for, composed wholly or partly of iron, 
steel, lead, copper, etc., or other metals, 
and as dutiable at 45 per cent. ad valorem. 
The Circuit Court held that its proper 
classification was under paragrap 36, 
which provides a specific duty of from 2-5 
of a cent to 47-10 cents per pound, accord- 
ing to value. And the importers’ conten- 
tion, which has been sustained by the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, the court of last 
resort in this case, has all along been that 
the goods properly came under paragraph 
137 as an article manufactured from steel 
wire, and for rate of duty depending upon 
the gauge and value of the wire, 

The decision of the Court of Appeals 
reads in part:— 


The collector classified the merchandise under 
Paragraph 193. The Circuit Court held that 
its proper classification was under Paragraph 
135. It being contended by the importer that 
it was covered more specifically by Paragraph 
137, the Circuit Court followed a decision by 
Judge Townsend in Buehne vs. U. 8S. (140 F. 
R. 772) and overruled the contention. 

The merchandise is known as _ steel wool, 
which is manufactured from steel wire by a 
patented process whereby by means of a 
toothed knife the steel is shaved into filaments 
of varying degrees of fineness, which consti- 
tuted in that form a finished commercial arti- 
cle used chiefly for polishing hardwood floors 
and furniture. There is evidence to the effect 
that sometimes—though apparently rarely— 
the article is made from steel wire rods or 
steel bars, but as to the importation before 
us all parties concede that they are manufac- 
tured from steel wire. 

The phrase ‘‘article manufactured from steel 
wire’’ seems to be more specific than ‘‘steel 
in all forms and shapes not specially provided 
for in this act.’’ We are clearly of the opinion 
that it cannot be restricted to manufactured 
articles which contain the rough wire in its 
integrity; the use of the words ‘‘manufactured 
from wire’’ precludes so narrow a construc- 
tion. The paragraph is evidently formed to 
protect the wire-drawing industry; it lays a 
duty on the wire, not only while it is wire, 
but on articles into whose manufacture wire 
has entered as the raw material. It is sug- 
gested that the plain language of Paragraph 
137 should not be held to cover this particular 
article manufactured from wire because, the 
identity of the wire being destroyed, it is im- 
possible, from near inspection, to determine 
accurately either its gauge or value. But this 
circumstance presents no really serious dif- 
ficulty. In the case of each importation the 
collector would, of course, assess duty on the 
basis of the highest value of wire which the 
appearance of the article will warrant, and 
upon the presumption that the gauge was the 
one usually taken for the manufacture of such 
articles. If the value were less or the gauge 
larger it would be for the importer to inform 
the collector of those facts by satisfactory 
proofs. In our opinion, therefore, this steel 
wool should be assessed for duty under Para- 
graph 137. 

The process claims, inter alia, that the mer- 
chandise imported is covered by Paragraph 
137, as an article manufactured from round 
steel wire worth less than 4 cents per pound, 
but gives no information as to what was the 
gauge of the wire, and we do not find evi- 
dence in this recerd showing either the value 
of the gauge or of the wire from which this 
particular steel wool was manufactured. Nev- 
ertheless, the protest was especially specific to 
inform the collector as to what was the classi- 
fication which the importer asked for; upon re- 
liquidation the amount of duty could have 
been determined at such sum as would have 
senanes the government the full amount of 

uty. 

The decision of the Circuit Court and the 
Board of General Appraisers is reversed and 
causes remanded for reliquidation of the en- 
tries in accordance with the views above e«- 
pressed,

Sago Assessed as Starch, 


A quantity of sago was assessed as 
starch at the rate of 1% cents per pound 
under paragraph 285 of the tariff act of 
1897. Stein, Hirsch & Co., the importers, 
claimed that the goods were entitled to 
free entry under paragraph 652, as “‘sago, 
crude.”’ 

According to the analysis of the govern- 
ment chemists, the article is known as 
‘potato starch pellets’’ and evidently is of 
the same character as the commodity un- 
der consideration in G, A. 6,753 (T. D. 28,- 
937), wherein small pellets manufactured 
from potato starch and known as German 
sago, were held to be dutiable as an un- 
enumerated manufactured article under 
section 6, rather than entitled to free en- 
try under paragraph 652. In this latest 
protest no claim under section 6 was sub- 
mitted. The contention was overruled 
therefore, and the action of the collector 


sustained, 


Wax Candles. 


A quantity of candles was imported by 
Butker Brothers. The goods were assess- 
ed for duty under paragraph 448 of the 
tariff act of 1897 as wax candles. The 
importers claimed that the candles were 
made of paraffin, and duitable at 20 per 
cent. 

No testimony substantiating this claim 
was submitted, however, and the board 
maintained that there was nothing to 
warrant a disturbance of the action of the 
collector. The protest was overruled.

OBITUARY. 


George Deacon Wetherill. 


After a serious illness of but a week 
George Deacon Wetherill, president of 
Geo, D. Wetherill & Co., Inc., of Phila- 
delphia, manufacturers of white lead, col- 
ors, paints and varnishes, died on Sunday, 
June 7, at his country home at Bryn 
Mawr. He was 60 years of age and had 
been a member of the firm since 1877. Mr. 
Wetherill’s death was a severe shock te 
his business associates and to his many 
friends. He had not been feeling well for 
a month or more and three weeks ago he 
took a vacation for two weeks. But, fail- 
ing to improve, he returned to his home, 
although he did not come to his office. A 
few days after his return he commenced 
to fail rapidly and his condition showed 
no improvement to the last. 

George D. Wetherill ‘was the son of 
Christopher Wetherill, who for nearly a 
half century was connected with the busi- 
ness. The house, one of the oldest in 
Philadelphia, was founded in 1807 by John 
Wetherill, a great, great-uncle of George 
D. Wetherill. At that time the manufac- 
ture and importing of drugs constituted 
the chief feature of the business, but sub- 
sequently this feature was relinquished 
and paints and colors became the chief 
commodities dealt in. 

Generation after generation of the Weth- 
erill family learned and then conducted 
the business, turning it over to their sons, 
enlarged in every department, and never 
has there been a time in the history of 
the house that a Wetherill did not have 
an interest in the business. John Wether- 


name from John Wetherill & Co. to Geo. 
D. Wetherill & Co., under which name it 
continued until 1896, when it was incor- 
porated, although George D. Wetherill re- 


tired in 1857. He was succeeded by Chris- 


topher Wetherill. George D. Wetherill be- 
came the president of the company in 
1891, succeeding his father, Christopher, 
who retired from active business life. In 
the same year a brother, Thomas Weth- 
erill, became a member of the company. 
The latter is second vice-president of the 
company and the other members of the 
present concern are Robert Montgomery, 
first vice-president; Benjamin W. Cooper, 
secretary; E, W. Haldt, treasurer, and 8. 
R. Matlack. The deceased was a cousin 
to Samuel P. Wetherill, of S. P. Weth- 
erill & Co., and to William H. Wetherill, 
of Wetherill & Brother, prominent manu- 
facturing concerns in the trade in Phila- 
delphia. 

In addition to being a member of the 
Trades League, the Board of Trade, the 
Paint Club, the Manufacturers’ Club and 
other trade and business organizations, 
Mr. Wetherill was active in the Union 
League, the Art Club, Merion Cricket 
Club and the Philadelphia Country Club. 
He was a graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania. His widow and three chil- 
dren survive. In addition to the offices 
and plant on North Front street, the 
company has a large factory at Port 
Richmond, Philadelphia. Many prominent 
members of the trade attended the fu- 
neral. The pall bearers were John B. 
Swift, of the Eagle White Lead Co.; Rob-

Enamel Paints Decision to be Ap- 
pealed 


THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, UPON REC- 
OMMENDATION OF THE SECRETARY OF 
THE TREASURY, DIRECTS AN APPEAL 

FROM RECENT DECISION OF U. 8 
CIRCUIT COURT THAT ENTRIES 
CAME UNDER PARAGRAPH 57 
INSTEAD OF UNDER PARA 
GRAPH 58, AS CONTENDED 
BY DOMESTIC MANU 
FACTURERS. 


Washington, June 12, 1908. 


Upon the recommendation of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury the Attorney General 
has directed an appeal from the decision 
of the United States Circuit Court, adverse 
to the government, in the so-called enamel 
white case handed down on the Mth 
ultimo. The action taken is largely due to 
the efforts of Secretary Drake of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion and to the lucid presentation of the 
issues at stake in the editorial publica- 
tion in the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 
of June 1, which was laid before Secretary 
Cortelyou by Mr. Drake. 

The customs officials were much 
chagrined at the refusal of the Circuit 
Court to sustain the contentions so con- 
vincingly presented to the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers in the second case brought 
to test this important issue. The error 
into which the court fell was so obvious 
that the conclusion seemed irresistible 
that the legal representatives of the gov- 
ernment could not have properly em-

phasized the fact that, as pointed out by 
the Reporter, the whole matter hinges 
upon the question whether the importation 


was a “white paint ground in oil,’’ as pro- 


vided for under paragraph 57 of the tariff 


act, or a paint without regard to color 
ground in ‘a solution other than oil,” 


as provided for under paragraph 58. The 


facts in the case are not disputed and the 
question of law is so simple that the 
customs officials feel very confident of 
winning in the Court of Appeals. 

Secretary Cortelyou on the second in- 
stant received a letter from Mr. Drake 
strongly urging that an appeal be taken 
from the decision of the Circuit Court 
and emphasizing the great injury that 
would be suffered by domestic manufac- 
turers should the classification under par- 
agraph 57 be accepted as final. Mr. Drake 
inclosed a copy of the editorial published 
in the Reporter under the caption ‘‘The 
Dutiable Classification of Enamel Paints,”’ 
in which was incorporated an exhaustive 
analysis of the issues and a complete 
exposition of the fallacies in the opinion 
delivered by the Circuit Court. After giv- 
ing careful consideration to the matter 
the Secretary addressed a letter to the 
Attorney General recommending an appeal 
and on the tenth instant received official 
notice that the recommendation was ap- 
proved and that instructions would imme- 
diately be forwarded to the United States 
District Attorney to take the necessary 
steps to that end. It is the intention of 
the Treasury Department to co-operate 
with the law officers of the government in 
every possible way to secure a reversal 
of the decision of the Circuit Court and 
in view of the completeness of the record 
in the case and the conclusive character 
of the testimony no doubt is entertained 
that the contentions of the government 
and the domestic manufacturers will ul- 
timately prevail, even should it be neces- 
sary to carry the case to the United States 
Supreme Court.

Supplemental Regulations for De- 


natured Alcohol. 


DEPARTMENT OF INTERNAL REVENUE 
AIMS TO 80 MODIFY THE RULES 
HITHERTO GOVERNING THE MANU- 
FACTURE AND SALE OF INDUS- 
TRIAL SPIRITS AS TO MAKE THEIR 
DISTRIBUTION AND USE MORE 
UNIVERSAL WITHOUT ENDAN- 
GERING THE REVENUE. 
Washington, June 12, 1908. 


The first series of supplemental regula- 
tions covering the manufacture, distribu- 
tion and consumption of denatured alco- 
hol have been issued by the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau under the title of ‘‘Regula- 
tions No. 3—Supplement No. 1."" The pre- 
paration of these regulations was recent- 
ly foreshadowed in this correspondence 
and the most important modifications ef- 
fected thereby explained. Their general 
purpose is to simplify the requirements 
of the original regulations and to relax 
all restrictions that have been found to 
be onerous and that can be modified with- 
out danger to the revenue. 

An important feature of the supple- 
mental regulations provides that after the 
expiration of bonds which run out on 
June 30, 1908, new bonds may be given 
which will continue in force until canceled 
or revoked, thus obviating the necessity 
of renewing these obligations annually at 
considerable trouble and expense. Similar- 
ly, the new regulations provide that per- 
mits for the use or handling of denatured 
alcohol, which heretofore have been re- 
newable on July 1 of each year, will con- 
tinue in force until canceled or revoked. 

An important concession is made to de- 
natures desiring to prepare small quanti- 
ties of industrial alcohol according to spe- 
cial formulas who hereafter may mix 
quantities not exceeding five gallons in 
the original package, instead of being 
obliged to transfer the spirits to a mix- 
ing tank for denaturing. 

important changes are made in the reg- 
ulations governing dealers in denatured 
alcohol. Hereafter retailers may sell not 
to exceed ten gallons instead of five gal- 
lons as heretofore. Wholesale dealers will 
be permitted to transfer denatured spirits 
from tanks or original stamped packages 
into bottles or other small containers. 
Alcohol so bottled may be sold by dealers 
who in connection with their general busi- 
ness compound distilled spirits or other 
liquors. his last concession is of special 
importance to wholesale druggists, many 
of whom are obliged to carry not only 
wholesale liquor dealers’ licenses but 
licenses covering the business of rectify- 
ing distilled spirits. 

A number of minor changes are made 
in the regulations relating to storerooms 
for specially denatured alcohol, the object 
being to bring the requirements into line 
with modern business methods. 

A specially interesting feature of the 
supplemental regulations is a summary 
of the special denaturants thus far au- 
thorized and a classification of the man- 
ufacturing industries for which formulas 
have been provided. This category illus- 
trates graphically the great variety of in- 
terests that have been benefited by the 
free alcohol policy and foreshadows 
enormous future expansion. 


Regulations Relating to the Manu- 
facture, Sale and Use of De- 
natured Alcohol. 


The following regulations, amendatory to 
those approved July 15, 1907, embrace the 
various circulars and treasury decisions relat- 
ing to denatured alcoho] published since that 
time; also, such further modifications as have 
been suggested by collectors and others and 
approved by this office:— 


BONDS. 


Article 1. Inasmuch as all bonds given under 
previous regulations expire June 30, 1908, re- 
newal bonds will be required of denaturers, 
redenaturers, wholesale dealers in specially 
denatured alcohol, manufacturers using spe- 
cially denatured alcohol, and manufacturers 
using and recovering completely denatured al- 
eohol. Such renewal bonds will continue in 
force until canceled or revoked, and (except 
where the minimum penal sum is fixed) will 
hereafter be given in an amount not less than 
the tax on the estimated quantity of alcohol 
to be denatured, sold or used, 


PERMITS. 


Art. 2. All permits heretofore or hereafter 
issued to dealers, consumers, or manufactur- 
ers using or handling denatured alcoho! will 
not be renewable on the first day of July of 
each year, as heretofore provided, but will 
continue in ferce until canceled or revoked. 

Under no circumstances, however, will per- 
mits be issued by collectors ta manufacturers 
ising specially denatured alcohol, or to manu- 
facturers using and recovering completely de- 
natured alcohol, until notice has been re- 
ceived of the approval by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue of the manufacturer's bond. 

DENATURING WAREHOUSES 

Art. 3. Denaturers and proprietors of central 
denaturing bonded warehouse, who have duly 
qualified as such, will hereafter be permitted 
to draw off from tanks in their denaturing 
warehouses completely or specially denatured 
sleohol in quantities of not less than five gal- 
jons at one time. They will also be permitted 
to store in such denaturing warehouses not 
more than 100 barrels of the denatured product 
at one time and for a period of not exce ng 
ninety days They will also be permitted, in 
the case of specially denatured alcohol, where 
the quantity ordered at any one time does not 
exceed five packages, to denature such alcohol 
in the original packages instead of in the mix- 
ing tank In all such cases, however, the 
original marks and brands on the packages 
must be effectually erased, and the required 
marks, brands and stamps for packages con- 
taicing denatured alcohol substituted. 

Metal packages so constructed as to admit 
of the affixing of the required marks, brands 
and stamps, may be used for denatured al 
cohol, and specially denatured alcohol may 
be hereafter shipped under manufacturer's 
bond, in plain (unpainted) packages, provided 
the required marks, brands and stamps are 
affixed to such packages 

Losses by Evaporation, etc.—Losses occur- 
ring in mixing tanks by evaporation or other 
unavoidable causes, not exceeding 1 per cent., 
will be allowed on the adjustment of the 
denatured alcohol account without any special 
explanation. Where losses occur in excess of 
this amount, by reason of unavoidable acci- 
dent, the cause and extent of such excessive 
losses will be reported by the officer on his 
Form 577, as provided in section 43, Part I, 
of Regulations No. 30

The steady advance in pig lead had 
a strengthening influence on all paint 
commodities in the local market dur- 
ing the past week. This firmer tone 
was noticeable, especially in lead prod- 
ucts. All descriptions of white and red 
lead and litharge were held at full 
prices, and although there was but a 
light demand, corroders and manufac- 
turers refused to shade. Paint makers 
and other consumers were more inter- 
ested than they had been recently, in 
view of the possibility of shhigher prices 
with a continued upward movement 


in pig lead. Inquiries, however, were 
still confined within jobbing limits, 
and the deliveries specified were all 
immediate or nearby. Sellers were 
satisfied with the amount of busi- 
ness that developed, considering the 
lateness of the season. Complete re-

White Lead, Zines, Ete. 

WHITE LEAD.—Trading was fairly 
active. Buying interest was centered 
in dry lead still. Available supplies 
were none too plentiful, and offerings 
therefore were limited. Other varieties 
of white lead were seasonably active. 
Demand was mostly for spo* or nearby 
deliveries, while no new contracts were 
placed. Quotations were repeated on 
the basis of 5%@55@c. for dry lead in 
ear lots, while smaller quantities 
brought 5%@6c. Lead in oil ruled 
steady on the basis of 6%@6%c., as to 
brand, for lots of 500 pounds and over 
in packages of 100 pounds and upward. 
In lots of less than 500 pounds the 
usual advance of one-half cent is 
charged. English lead in oil remained 
unchanged at 104%@10%c., as to quan- 
tity. 

RED LEAD.—The larger buyers of 
red lead, such as rubber goods manu- 
facturers, were not interested, and the 
demand for this commodity was from 
paint makers principally. A fair 
amount of new business was trans- 
acted, with moderate withdrawals on 
contract. All grades were firmly held 
at former quotations on the basis of 
64@6%c., as to grade and quantity, 
with small packages 4@%éc. higher. 
Imported grades were held at 84@8c., 
as to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—tTrading was of sea- 
sonable proportions, but the demand 
at best did not extend beyond jobbing 
limits, while the goods called for were 
for early shipment mostly. Prices re- 
mained steady at 64%@6%c., as to grade 
and quantity. Improved grades were 
steady at 84@8%ec., as to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Inquiry was 
for French orange mineral principally. 
There was a good demand on spot, and 


practically all goods received were 
taken on arrival. Consumers were in- 
terested in forward shipments also. 


Other descriptions were rather quiet 
but firm. Full prices were repeated 
at 8%@8%c. for American, 12@13c. for 
German, 10@12c. for English and 12%@ 
13c. for French, as to quantity, less the 
usual discount terms. 
ZINCS.—German zincs maintained 
the leading position as for some time 
past. Demand was unabated, both for 
spot goods and zinc to arrive. A ship- 
ment of 175 casks ‘was reported sold 
entirely on arrival at full spot prices. 
Some new contracts were placed also, in 


which quite distant deliveries were 
specified. Importers were firmer in 
their views as to prices, but goods 


were obtainable still at current quota- 
tions. American grades were in bet- 
ter demand with the advance of the 
month. Business for June so far is 
to that of the same period of 


equal 
May. This was rather unexpected by 
manufacturers, as it was generally 


thought that the advance of summer 
would bring a diminution in orders. 
All grades were firmly held at pre- 
vailing figures. French zine was 
quiet but steady.

PIG LEAD.—Another slight advance 
in pig lead was recorded. This latest 
increase brought the bid price up to 
4.52%c. Early in the week consider- 


able business was transacted at 4.50c., 
white lead manufacturers being large 
buyers. There was less inquiry toward 
the close, but at the same time of- 
ferings were limited. Consumers were 
interested in deliveries as late as Au- 
gust. It was rumored that the largest 
interest contemplated another increase 
and the smaller sellers did not wish 
to be caught. Therefore they held on 
to their lead. One factor in this up- 
ward movement is the shortage of sup- 
plies, which is the result of the failure 
of producers to maintain the output. 
In St. Louis the market was quiet but 
firm. There were bids of 4.40c., with 
most holders asking 4.4214c. Later sales 
at 4.45c. were reported. The London 
market was generally steady through- 
out the week at £12 10s. Towards the 
closing there was an improvement 
which brought the price up to £12 lbs. 
The market here was strengthened by 
heavy exports, which amounted to more 
than 1,800 tons, while there were no 
arrivals.

demand for the finished products. As 
the summer advances, new contracts 
are expected to be placed. With the 
brighter outlook, manufacturers are 
firmer in their views as to prices, and 
no shading is reported on any descrip- 
tion. 
Varnish Gums. 

Another advance in Batavia strength- 
ened the position of damar here. The 
increase on the other side brought the 
price up to l14c. for September ship- 
ment. This is the highest figure 
reached since the upward movement 
set in. Prices for spot goods were gen- 
erally unchanged at 14@14%c., but 
these figures were almost nominal ow- 
ing to the shortage of stocks here. At 
the present rate of consumption it is 
likely that supplies here may be 
cleaned up soon, when much higher 
prices probably will rule. Kauri grades 
were as firm as ever. Advices from 
New Zealand reported a steady reduc- 
tion in supply, particularly of the high 
grades, The demand here was for 
cheaper goods, but a short time must 
elapse before consumers will need the 
higher quality, and prices undoubtedly 
will go up. Manilas were rather quiet 
but steady. Demand was of a spot 
jobbing character principally. Other 
descriptions of gum were quiet, but 
firm at quotations. 


China Wood Oil, 


With heavier arrivals, more business 
was transacted in China wood oil than 
recently. There was no surplus of spot 
goods, stocks probably not exceeding 
200 barrels. The oil was held in firm 
hands, and none was obtainable below 
Sc., While for the most part S'%c. was 
asked. Delayed shipments were report- 
ed again, and this was another factor 
that tended to strengthen the market 
here. No further advances on the other 
side were reported, however. 


Window Glass. 


Some improvement in business came 
to light in the local window glass mar- 
ket. ‘This increase was so small, how- 
ever, that it was hardly noticeable. A 
depressing feature was the closing of 
additional factories in the Pennsylvania 
district. The fine weather caused the 
men to leave, and as the producers 
were not in a position to readjust the 
wage scale, it is probable that they 
will not return. This is thought to be 
the beginning of a general exodus from 


the factories in most producing dis- 
tricts. There is plenty of glass, both 
machine and hand-made, to meet the 


present demand, and operators are not 
disturbed. Prices on the former are 
repeated at 90 and 40 for single and 90 
and 49 and 10 for double, while nom- 
inal figures rule on the latter, 


OIL PAINT AND 


Indian Lac. 


PRODUCTION OF THE RESIN AND VALUE 
OF THE INDUSTRY. 

From a monograph prepared by the Im- 

perial forest zoologist and printed by the 


government of India concerning the lac 
industry, Consul General William H. 
Michael, of Calcutta, furnishes the fol- 


lowing informatior:- 

This publication is of special interest to 
students and business men in the United 
States because of the growing importance 
of the trade in lac between India and the 
United States, which amounted last year 
to $5,598,333. The total export of lac from 
india to all countries during the fiscal 
year 1%6 amounted to about $11,111,000, 
and in 1907 to $11,535,502, an increase of 
$424,502. In the exports of lac the United 
States stands first, taking more than all 
other markets combined; the United 
Kingdom next, followed by Germany. The 
monograph says:— 


Lac is a resinous incrustation excreted by a 
scale insect known as Tachardia lacca. The 
mouth parts of this insect consist of a beak 


or sucking apparatus combined with a pointed 
lancet. With this latter the scale pierces the 
bark of the twig of the tree and then inserts 
the sucking tube and draws up the sap. The 
may be likened to an animated siphon, 
since the sap continually sucked up through 
the beak is, after modification and absorption 
of some of its products, given out as an excre- 
tion at the anal end of the body. 

This excretion solidifies on contact with the 
air, and thus there is gradually formed around 
the body a ‘‘seale’’ or ‘‘cell,”’ popularly known 
as lac. Were only a single insect present on 
a branch the scale would appear as a cir- 
cular, dome-shaped, reddish excrescence on the 


insect 


surface of the bark. Owing, however, to the 
production by the female of a very large 
number of eggs (as many as 1,000) and the 
habit of the insects, which, indeed, is common 
to many of the family, of living and feeding 
gregariously, closely packed together on one 
twig, the scales of cells coalesce during their 
formation and result in the production of a 


continuous incrustation on the twigs, which on 
collection forms the article of commerce known 


as stick-lac. 
SHELLAC AND DYESTUFF—OPERATION 
OF THE INDUSTRY. 

From this stick-lac the product known as 
“shellac’’ is manufactured. There is a second 
substance obtainable from the scales and 
known to commerce as ‘‘lac-dye,’’ for which 
formerly there was a considerable demand—a 
demand which, owing to the introduction of 
synthetic dyes, has practically disappeared. 
This product consists for the most part of 


the material from which the eggs are devel- 
oped in the body of the female insect. There 
is still a small export of lac-dye from 
India, but the total value the whole of 
India is extremely small. 

The cultivation and collection of the 
lac was, and practically still is, chiefly in 
the hands of the aboriginal races of the 
poorer parts of the country, and the 
methods of propagation and collection still 
in force are those which were in existence 
centuries ago. These methods satisfied 
the demand for the article in the country 
and, until quite recently, that of the ex-

port trade. 
slowly. It took nearly half a century for 
the properties of the resin to be fully ap- 
preciated in Europe. It was the dye which 
first made its appearance in Europe, and 
its export was long limited by the diffi- 
culty experienced in extracting the color- 
ing matter and applying it to manufac- 
tures at home. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the exports of lac dye from India 
were five or six times more valuable than 
those of the resin. As showing the prog- 
1ess of the industry and the growing de- 
mand for shellac and decrease in utility 
of lac dye between 1868 and 1900, the value 
of the exporte of the former increased 
from $613,830 to $3,088,533, while that of the 
latter Gecreased from $148,537 to nothing.

Norwegian Fishing Results. 
TOTAL CATCH OF COD—REDUCED EX 
PORTS OF HERRING. 


Supplementing the consular report from 
Christiania on the Norwegian catch of 
codfish, Consul Felix S. S. Johnson writes 
as follows from Bergen under date of 
May 9:— 

The cod fishing for the week ended April 


23 makes the end of the Lofoten season, 
with a quantity of 13,300,000, as against 


18,700,000 and 18,600,000 in 1907 and 1906, re- 
spectively. The total catch of the season 
for the whole country up to April 25 
amounts to 35,400,000, against 36,200,000 in 
1807 and 36,100,000 in 1906 by that date. The 
corresponding figures were, for steam-re- 
fined medicinal oil, 47,969, 36,387, and 33,177 
hectoliters (hectoliter=26 2-5 gallons), and 
for raw livers for making oils 13,727, 12,720, 
and 10,060 hectoliters, respectively. All cod 
fisheries south of Finmarken may now be 
considered as over, while in Lofoten the 
official inspection was discontinued on 
April 25. In Finmarken the quantity up 
to the date named amounted to 2,100,000 
of cods, against 3,200,000 last year. For 
last week the quantity was 800,000. 

The aggregate quantity of spring her- 
ring may now be put down at 356,000 crans, 
mostly exported on ice, against 550,000 
crans in 1907.

FOURTH ANNUAL CONVENTION HELD AT 


THE CONTINENTAL HOTEL, ATLAN- 
TIC BEACH, FLORIDA, JUNE 8 AND 
9—-A WELL ATTENDED AND IN- 
TERESTING MEBTING—PROG- 

RESS OF THE ORGANIZA- 

TION. 

The fourth annual convention of the 


Georgia Cottonseed Crushers’ Association 
convened at the Continental Hotel, At- 
lantic Beach, Fla., June 8 with about 150 
members of the organization attending as 
delegates. Mayor W. H, Sebring, of Jack- 
sonville, delivered the address of wel- 
come and he told many stories of his ac- 
tual experience with the cottonseed in- 
dustry in its early stages. The response 
was delivered by L, A. Ransom, the re- 
tiring president of the Interstate associa- 
tion and in his happy way he thanked 
the mayor and the good people of Florida 
for the hearty welcome they accorded the 
Georgia visitors. Following these address- 
es the annual report of president M, 5. 
Harper, of the State association, was read 
and the audience listened to it attentive- 
¥ President Harper’s Address, 

In his address to the association Mr. 
Harper dwelt with some emphasis upon 
the good feeling and general fraternal 
relations existing among the members of 
the cottonseed oil industry, for which fact 
he said that every one was to be con- 
gratulated, as by working harmoniously 
the advancement of trade would be ma- 
terially aided. He congratulated the as- 
sociation on the selection of its officers 
and for the good work done by his exe- 
cutive associates. Continuing he paid a 
high tribute to ex-President L. A. Ransom 
of the Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ As- 
sociation, who had materially aided him 
in his work with respect to the Georgia 
association. He touched rather lightly 
upon the Bureau of Publicity and thought 
that the members were not altogether to 
blame for not having given it as cordial 
a support as might have been expected, 
He concluded with an appeal to the mem- 
bers of the association to practice what 
they preached and demonstrate the value 
of cottonseed meal as a fodder by feeding 
it to their own stock. 

He referred to the prizes offered by the 
Department of Publicity which had offer- 
ed, through the county school superinten- 
dent of each county in the State, a prize 
of a hundred dollars in gold to be di- 
vided into four prizes of fifty, twenty-five, 
fifteen, and ten dollars, respectively, for 
the four best essays on the subject of the 
“Value and Uses of Cottonseed Products” 
to be competed for by the school children. 
This competition, he said, resulted in no 
fewer than 12,665 compositions, and stirred 
up a great deal of interest throughout the 
entire State. It served as a means to 
bring home to almost every family who 
had children at school a more thorough 
knowledge of the uses and value of cot- 
tonseed oil and other cottonseed products. 

He deprecated the fact that the depart- 
ment of publicity was supported by pri- 
vate donation and urged that the associa- 
tion either support the work or abandon 


it. ; 
Reference was made to the educational 
train which, under the direction of Dr. 
A. M. Soule, president of the State Agri- 
cultural College of Athens, made a tour 
of Georgia stopping at about 150 points 
for practical demonstrations to benefit 
the planter, manufacturer and consumer 
alike. On this train was a practical mem- 
ber of the department of publicity, who 
assisted in the demonstrations, and in the 
distribution of literature on various agri- 
cultural subjects. 

Mr. Harper referred to the compliment 
paid the local Committee on Rules by the 
committee of the Interstate association 
when they met in New Orleans on March 
24 to prepare amendments to be sub- 
mitted at the meeting of the Interstate 
association last May, when the recom- 
mendations that the Georgia association 
were adopted almost without discussion 
as a whole, except one unimportant rule 
on cottonseed hulls. This fact, he said, 
served to emphasize the importance of 
going to a business meeting well prepared. 

He touche! lightly upon the work of the 


Arbitration Committee, the result of 
whose work had been so eminently satis- 
factory. 


The report on Membership Committee, 
Mr. Harper said, showed an increase in 
the year of about fifty per cent. There 
was a membership now of 132 out of a 
total of 140 crude oil mills and refineries 
in Georgia, the seven which are not mem- 
bers are less than two years old and are 
but small local mills. He urged that it 
should be the endeavor of the committee 
and of the individual members of the as- 
sociation to induce these to fall in line 
with the others. 

As for the Legislative Committee, the 
president was pleased that it should have 
had so little to do, and he recommended 
that the revenues of the association be in- 
creased in some equitable way to an

The Secretary’s Report. 
Wallace referred to the prominence 
ot the Georgia Association in cottonseed 
matters, to the good work it had done, 
and to its increasing membership, which 
now numbers 209, the largest State oil mill 
association. He spoke of the tact that the 
interstate Association had adopted the 
rules suggested by the Georgia Associa- 
tion, and of Lhe benefit of the school. chil- 
dren's composition contest as an adver- 
tising. He conciuded with a few words 
on the vaiue of cottonseed products, quot- 
ing in support of his argument a letter 
trom the Commissioner or Agriculture. 

The report of Treasurer Thomas Eggles- 
ton showed that the financial standing of 
the organizauion was better than at this 
lime lust year despite the fact that the 
work ol the organization was being push- 
ed torward in every available way. 

lhe roil call was dispensed with and the 
reception of new members was next in 
order. the organization already had a 
membership of 209 and this was increased 
by ten new members joining, Making a 
total of 219 members, the largest of any 
State orgunization of cottonseed men, 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of the 
Georgia Agricultural College, was the 
next speaker. His address was undoubt- 
edly one of the best that the noted edu- 
cator has ever made and he captured his 
hearers with the earnestness with which 
he characterized his entire address. 


Dr. Soule’s Address. 


The subject of Dr. Soule’s address was 
“The Relation of Cottonseed to the Eco- 
nomic Development of the South.” 

He referred to the splendid industrial 
development of the South and the future 
prosperity of the cottonseed industry, and 
to the fact that lint for many years was 
regarded as the only valuable part of the 
cotton plant, all the crude products of 
which, he said, now added $300,000,000 to 
the wealth of the world. He dwelt upon 
the extraordinary growth of the industry 
of later years and the rich returns it 
yielded, the exports of meal and oil alone 
uggregating annually more than $30,000,- 
vwvu upon a crush of 63 per cent. of the 
seed, 

Referring to the scientific cultivation of 
cottonseed, he spoke of the influence of 
the seed on crop yield, to the necessity 
for careful selection of planting seed and 
the care that should be taken in proper 
fertilization and cultivation of the soil. 
The mills, he said, should be equally in- 
terested with the farmer in the production 
of healthy and abundant yielding seed, 
and that the millman should lend his in- 
fluence to bring about the most desirable 
results in this respect. Going into figures 


Mr. 


he showed that out of an acreage of 32,- 
000,000 in. the crop year of 1906, 6,400 acres 
yielded no returns through neglecting 
proper selection and cultivation of the 
seed, 

The influence of variety, he continued, 
played an important part in the cultiva- 
tion of cottonseed, He deprecated the 


enormous waste of energy on many plan- 
tations arising from mistakes which might 


easily have been avoided, and he advo- 
cated a separation of heavy seed for 
planting from the bulk of the crop, and 
showed by figures how, with little fore- 
thought and study, the yield of cotton- 
seed and its products could be materially 
increased. He went on to demonstrate 
the draft on soil fertility by the different 
parts of the cotton plant when yielding 
1% pounds of lint or over per acre. He 
gave it as 39.34 pounds nitrogen, 15.51 


pounds phosphoric acid, and 24.80 pounds 
potash, and, arguing from this point, 
showed the necessity for supplying a suf- 
ficient quantity of plant food to secure the 
maximum yield. Dr. Soule deprecated the 
waste of cottonseed in planting, and he 
showed how, by careful methods, a con- 
siderable quantity of seed could be made 
to take root which under present condi- 
tions is frequently wasted, and he show- 
ed how in many ways by economic meth- 


ods the returns to the farmer could be 
greatly amplified without increased cost. 
He demognstrated by figures how cotton- 
seed could be made double its present 
value. 


Another important chapter of Dr. Soule’s 
address was devoted to the utilizing of 


cottonseed products on the farm, and he 


proved by tigures the value of hulis as 
1odder, to Say nothing of the extraordi- 
nury value ot cottonseed meal, so rich in 


those ingredients which comprise the most 
desirabie Cattle food. He drew a caretul 
comparison between tne fodder derived 
from other cereais and cottonseed meals 
which showed up to the immense advan- 
luge of the last mentioned, and he depre- 
cated the fact that so much of our cc*- 
tonseeud meal goes abroad to feed dairy 
cattie, Which in turn produce bulter and 
cheese, to compete with the American 
product. He continued to show how the 
cottonseed meal could be fed to various 
stock animals, to the mutual advantage ot 
both tarmer and animal. He went ml- 
nutely into the composition of the various 
feeds resulting trom liberal use of cot- 
tonseed, and how they could be employed 
to the best advantage in the nourisnment 
of varicus kinds of farm stock, including 
horses, cows, sheep and swine, and ad- 
Vises special caution in regard to the last 
named, 

Continuing, he touched upon the fertil- 
izing value of cottonseed meal, and what 
metuods should be adopted to secure the 
maximum results at the minimum expen- 
diture of meal as a fertilizer. He pointed 
out, also, how wasteful was the practice 
of using seed as a fertilizer. Seed, he 
said, should always be sold to the mill- 
man whenever it brought anything like a 
reasonable price. 

The address concluded with the sum- 
mary of recent investigations with cotton- 
seed and cottonseed meal as a food stuff, 
which went far to prove many of the as- 
serlions previously made, 

in addition to his written address Dr. 
Soule paused occasionally to demonstrate 
features which he considered essential and 
he pointed out to the cotton oil men tnat 
the State of Georgia had never expended 
a dollar for the advancement of the cot- 
ton plant, though in it lies the wealth 
of the State, the crop last season being 
worth sumething like $150,000,000. Good 
seed for planting was one oft his chief 
topics aside trom the address as given, 

tollowing Dr. Soule, Prof. B. H. Rawl, 
of the National Department of Agri- 
culture, Bureau of Animal industry, 
spoke at length. His address was de- 
livercd without manuscript, except for 
table and comparisons. He devoted his 
time to stressing the importance of edu- 
cating the farmers on the importance of 
live stock farming and of teeding live 
stock. He stated that in feeding cotton- 
seed products was the secret of profitable 
work in this direction and that so long 
as cottonseed meal was not fed the farm. 
ers and consumers would continue to lose 
money. 

At the conclusion of Prof. Rawls’ ad- 
dress the convention adjourned for lunch- 
eon, The afternoon session was short, 
the first paper being the publicity report 


of Ernest E. Dallas, of Atlanta, who 
handles this feature of the work of the 
association. It showed great good had 


been accomplished by the system followed. 

The last address of the afternoon was 
that of A. P. Coles, of Atlanta, on ‘‘Trans- 
portation and Exchange,’’ in which he 
discussed problems confronting the or- 
ganization in this particular and he ‘was 
given attentive hearing throughout his 
speech. He advocated many important 
changes in railroad management, ship- 
ments, etc., and some of his recommenda- 
tions will probably be considered by the 
crushers. 

SECOND DAY'S SESSION. 

The second day was opened by an ad- 
dress delivered by S. T, Carter, of Au- 
gusta, the subject of which was sugges- 
tions to improve some business inconsis- 
tencies in handling the raw material, His 
address was mainly directed toward the 
reckless manner in which seed were 
handied by the producer and the unre- 
liable buyer. He also called attention to 
the fact that the cottonseed in its raw 
State was the only product of the soil 
marketed in quantities without some gra- 
ding being given it. There was no ques- 
tion in the minds of the audience but 
thas Mr. Carter struck a keynote with his 
talk. 

Dr. Charles Herty, of the University of 
North Carolina, made an interesting sci- 
entific address, directing the attention of 
the oil mill men to the necessity of de- 
termining the amount of oil in seed and 
by actual experiments conducted before 
the audience he demonstrated how easy 
this could be done in a simple manner by 
any mill man. Dr. Herty’s address was 
along a new line and there was consider- 
able comment on it. 

A Rapid, Simple and Accurate 
Method for the Determination of 
Oil in Cottonseed Products.

This furnishes the 
my address to you to-day. In what I shall 
have to say there is little of novelty, but 
rather a simpilfication of an unnecessarily 
complex matter and the application of an old 
principle in a new field. By these means I 
hope to put into your hands something which 
will be of service to your industry. 

The manufacturer of cottonseed oi] has al- 
ways shown his appreciation of chemical 
analysis as an aid in controlling the operation 
of his mill, wherever the volume of business 
has been sufficient to justify the employment 








of a chemist. But the conditions of your in- 
dustry make it necessary and wise to erect in 
many cases small mills in order to reach more 
advantageously the cottonseed. In a small 
mill the chemist is too costly a luxury. In 
many such cases there is practically no 
chemical control, while in others effort is 
made to secure as far as practicable such 
control by shipping samples to some central 
laboratory. but under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances results can be obtained only after 
several days; and even in the larger mill with 
a trained chemist at hand the average time 
required for the determination of oil in cot- 
tonseed is from four to five hours, and fre- 
quently loss which cannot be recovered has 
been incurred while waiting for the result of 
the analysis. 

During the past year I 
out in the laboratory of 
North Carolina, with the assistance of Mr. F. 
B, Stem and Mr. Manlius Orr, an investiga- 
tion upon a rapid method for the determina- 
tion of cottonseed oil in meal, meats and hulls. 
It was our first hope to develop simply a 
rapid and fairly approximate method which 
might be of service in the mill, but I am 
glad to say that the investigation has now 
reached the point where I feel safe in offer- 
ing to you a method which is characterized 
by extreme simplicity and small cost; which 
requires no technical skill in its execution, 
but which nevertheless gives just as accurate 
a result in twenty-five minutes as is now se- 
cured in from four to five hours. Indeed, with 
a little extra care an accurate result can be 
obtained in fifteen minutes. 

The method in brief is to extract the oil 
from a weighed sample by carbon tetrachloride 
in an ordinary flask, loosely stoppered, allow- 
ing the liquid to stand in contact with the 
material for fifteen minutes at a temperature 
ranging anywhere between 55 and 65 deg. C. 
At the end of this time the extraction is 
complete; the flask is then quickly cooled in 
water, thoroughly shaken and filtered. This 
filtered liquid is allowed to stand about five 
minutes in the room in order to acquire the 
room temperature. Its specific gravity is de- 
termined by means of a Westphal balance, the 
temperature of the liquid being carefully read 
from the thermometer placed upon the plum- 


have been carrying 
the University of 


met of the balance. By means of tables 
which we have worked out, it is possible to 
read oft direct the per cent. of oil. 


The most trustworthy and generally used 
method at the present time consists in the 
extraction of the sample with low boiling gaso- 
line in a Soxhlet extractor, evaporation of 
the gasoline and weighing the residual oil. 
In order that you may understand more clearly 
the advantages of the new method let me 
point them out step by step. 

First. In the old method it is customary to 
use not more than 5 grams for a sample. 
In the new method 30 grams are used in the 
case of meal and hulls, and 10 grams in the 
case of meats. It is entirely practicable to 
use even larger quantities if desired. By the 
use of this larger quantity of material ac- 
curate results can be obtained with a much 
less expensive balance than the ordinary 
analytical balance, less time is required ‘in the 
weighing and less skill on the part of the 
weigher. More important still is the fact that 
none of your products represent a_ definite 
chemical compound, but rather a mixture of 
a number of substances, and consequently 
with this larger amount much better sampling 
ean be had, 

Second. The extractive used in the new 
method is carbon tetrachloride, whose high 
specific gravity, 1.6, has made the develop- 
ment of the method possible. While this ex- 
tractive is somewhat more expensive than 
gasoline, it has advantages which more than 
make up for its extra cost, chief among which 
is the fact that it will not burn, and there- 
fore the danger from fire around such opera- 


tions is completely eliminated. Moreover, the 
carbon tetrachloride can be easily recovered 
at any convenient time after a number of 


determinations have been made, and conse- 
quently if ordinary care is observed there 
should be no loss in the original stock of this 
material. Another important advantage in 
this process is the fact that no particular 
grade of carbon tetrachloride is required. It 
is necessary only to determine th@ specific 
gravity of the lot of carbon tetrachloride 
which is to be used, and by comparison of 
this figure with that of the carbon tetra- 
chloride used in the preparation of the per- 
centage tables to obtain a constant which is 
to be added or subtracted before reading the 
per cent. These tables are based upon the 
use of 75 c.c. of carbon tetrachloride for a de- 
termination. In case of meats where only one- 
third of the quantity of material is used, it 


is necessary to multiply the per cent. found 
by 3. 
Third. In regard to the extraction, we have 


demonstrated by repeated tests that the rather 
complicated Soxhlet extractor is entirely un- 
necessary, and that if the sample is simply 
allowed to stand in contact with the extrac- 
tive for fifteen minutes at 60 deg. C. the 
extraction is complete. This reduces the cost 
of the apparatus and the time required, and 
eliminates the need of technical skill. Fur- 
thermore, it is not necessary that the bath in 
which the extraction flask is placed should be 
exactly at 60 deg. C., for it may vary be- 
tween 55 and 65 deg. C. without sacrificing 
accuracy. If greater speed is desired the ex- 
traction can be carried out at 70 deg. C., at 
which temperature the extraction is complete 
safter five minutes. This temperature, how- 
ever, is a little risky, as the boiling point of 
carbon tetrachloride is 76.7 deg. C., and should 
the temperature of the bath reach this point 
the extractive boils and there is consequent 
concentration, which gives results too high. 
But if kept at 70 deg. C. the determination 
can be carried out with perfect accuracy. 
Finally, in case of operations at 60 deg. C. 
fifteen minutes represents the minimum time, 
and no error is caused if the digestion con- 
tinues for a longer time. 

Fourth. The filtration of the cooled and 
thoroughly shaken mass requires only a few 
moments and should be made as rapidly as 
possible. The vessel containing the clear liquid 
is then stoppered and allowed to stand for at 
least five minutes in order to reach room tem- 
perature. It can be allowed to stand all day 
without sacrificing accuracy. 

Fifth. The determination of the specific 
gravity is made a very simple matter by the 
use of the Westphal balance, for the little 
weights, or riders, give the succeeding deci- 
mal places according to their size; while the 
thermometer on the plummet can be read with 
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the aid of a magnifying glass to two-tenths 
of a degree. This determination requires only 
a few minutes and should be as accurate as 
possible in the fourth decimal place. After 
adding the constant for the particular grade 
of carbon tetrachloride in use at the time, the 
per cent. of oil is directly read off from tables. 

During the past year numerous tests have 
been made in our laboratory comparing this 
method with the Soxhlet extraction, and quite 
recently a number of comparative tests have 
been made by Mr. James B. Pratt, chemist 
of the Southern Cotton Oil Company at Char- 
lotte, N. C., and in every case the results in 
the two methods did not vary from each other 
by. more than one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

In the prosecution of this work we have 
necessarily made use of simply that apparatus 
which came first to our hands; but you will 
readily see that should the method appeal to 
you it would be an easy matter to simplify 
the apparatus and adapt it specially to your 
needs. I have in mind now a balance which 
can be used both for weighing the sample and 
for determination of the specific gravity, which 
would not be more expensive than the two sep- 
arate balatices, and which I think would be 
more accurate and more quickly operated. 
Again, since all the figures in the specific 
gravity tables are variations only in the sec- 
ond, third and fourth decimal place, it would 
be a simvle matter to have one rider made 
which could serve the purpose of the two 
which we have been compelled to use. And 
finally, as the method would probably never 
be used at temperatures below 15 deg. C. the 
scale of the thermometer now placed upon 
such specific gravity balances could be length- 
ened and more accurate readings of tempera- 
ture’ made. I shall not go further into such 
details at the present time, for they are mat- 
ters which will readily. suggest themselves to 
you. 

With these explanations of the method I 
trust that I have justified the subject of my 
address as printed upon your programme, 
namely, ‘‘A Rapid, Simple and Accurate 
Method.’’ I should have added cheap, because 
I am convinced that the entire equipment for 
the method, an equipment which should last 
for years, would not cost over thirty dollars. 

As to the value of the method in your in- 
dustry, you will be able to judge better than 
I; but it is not difficult to conceive that should 
your huller be working inefficiently it would 
be to your advantage to know this in twenty 
or twenty-five minutes rather than after three 
or four days. Or should the press work be 
bad, the sooner it is found out the better. 
Most important of all, it seems to me, should 
be the ability to determine quickly the amount 
of oil in the seed you purchase. [I under- 
stand that at present seed is bought regard- 
less of its oil content. Surely you must feel 
that this is an irrational basis for your in- 
dustry. I have endeavored to find some 
figures bearing upon the variation in the 
amount of oil in seed at different seasons and 
from different sections of the country, but 
have been able to obtain only general state- 
ments to the effect that there is considerable 
variation in the oil content. Doubtless ques- 
tions of competition and the like have forced 
you to the basis of buying seed at so much 
per ton, regardless of its oil content; never- 
theless, the day must come, and should come, 
in the interest both of the manufacturer of oil 
and of the farmer who produces the seed, 
when seed will have a market value according 
to its oil content. 

I am glad that I have had this opportunity 
to be with you and I sincerely trust that the 
method which I have outlined to you to-day 
may be of genuine service to every cottonseed 
oil mill in the South. 


Capt. J. Rice Smith, of Richmond, Va., 
was down for an address, but he had 
pressing engagements which prevented 


him from attending. The same was true 
of J, L. Benton, of Monticello, Ga. 

Following the addresses given above the 
general business of the convention was 
disposed of and the ordinary details of 
minor nature were handled. These con- 
sisted 1n reports of committees appointed 
to handle the reports of officers and in 
each instance they were favorable. 

At this juncture public announcement 
was made of the gift of a magnificent 
silver pitcher, appropriately engraved, to 
Secretary Fielding Wallace of the asso- 
ciation who was to be married Wednes- 
day, June 10. The gift is a splendid tes- 
timonial of the esteem in which the Au- 
gusta man is held by the association and 
the value was above $300. Telegrams of 
congratulations were sent him by many 
of the members present and one from the 
association itself. A similar communica- 
tion was sent to former secretary J. L. 
Benton, who is also soon to become a 
benedict. 

The election of officers was the next on 
the program and a committee of five were 
appointed to nominate them. The elec- 
tion resulted as follows:— 

President, W. H. McKenzie, Montezuma, 
Ga.; vice-president, R. S. Patillo, Macon, 
Ga.; secretary, Fielding Wallace, of Au- 
gusta; treasurer, Thomas Eggleston, At- 
lanta, Ga. 

The governing board was named as fol- 
lows:—M. S. Harper, W. H. Schroeder, J. 
B. Aycock, Claud Douthit and G. L. Riley. 
The association adopted the constitution 
and by-laws of the Interstate association 
in place of the rules governing the or- 
ganization heretofore. There were only a 
few minor changes to be made in order 
to suit the State organization. 

One of the touching incidents of the 
meeting was the resolution on the death 
of A. E. Thornton, of Atlanta, who was 
a moving spirit in the organization during 
his lifetime. 

L. A. Ransom introduced a _ resolution 
thanking the teachers and school super- 
intendents of Georgia for the interest 
shown in the recent composition contests 
in which the children of Georgia entered. 
The essays were on various topics con- 
cerning cottonseed and there were four 
prizes, all given by the State association. 

Geo. F. Tenille, of Savannah, introduced 
a resolution asking the co-operation of the 
allied interests of the cotton oil people 
in having the unit of oil hereafter made in 
pounds instead of in gallons. 

Votes of thanks were extended to the 
various speakers of the convention, in- 
cluding all who were invited to make 
addresses. 

Mayor W. H. Sebring, of Jacksonville; 
Mr. A. P. Coles, of Atlanta, and Dr. J. B. 
Ley, of Jacksonville, were made honorary 
members of the association. A vote of 
thanks was extended to the members of 
the press for the work done in a general 
way in promoting the interests of the 
industry through the various trade jour- 
nals of the country. 

Many of the delegates remained over for 
several days to enjoy the Florida scenes 
and life at the beach. All left with the 
impression that the fourth annual con- 
vention was one of the most profitable in 
the history of the organization, and no 
doubt the meeting next year will be 
planned on a more extensive scale than 
ever.

Linseed Oil. 

Summer trade has opened not very 
propitiously so far as heavy round lot 
business is concerned, though there has 
of late been at least a moderately ac- 
tive demand for jobbing parcels, Com- 
petition has been felt to some extent 
resulted in a cut of a cent a 
gallon in certain quarters, though this 
price reduction has not been generally 
met. Some oil was reported sold at 41 
cents but the general asking price is 
still 42 cents for State and Western oil 
in car lots. The undertone of the mar- 
ket, while not particularly stfong at the 
moment, must not be considered weak. 
It might again be classed as steady at 
quotations based upon carlot orders at 
42 cents. Demand is none too active 
and the indifference of buyers far 
has been more than enough to offset a 
strong statistical position, for, as has 
been frequently pointed out, there is not 
a great deal of oil in the hands of either 
crushers, distributors or consumers, and 
while oil is moving slowly there are no 
evidences of accumulation, From pres- 
ent appearances there does not seem to 
be much probability of sudden or rad- 
ical fluctuations one way or another. 
Jobbing business has been fairly active 
and may be classed as satisfactorv for 
the time of year. Prices may be quoted 
at 41 to 42 cents for car lots, according 
to seller, and at 43 to 44 cents for State 
and Western oil, and 44 to 45 cents for 
city oil in lots of one and ‘ive barrels.

The market has been quiet with prices 
on the other side on different levels. 
Offerings here have not been heavy and 


the mills are holding out for full 
figures, which may be quoted at an ad- 
vance of 50 cents over the prices of a 
week ago. Spot cake is now held firm 


at from $28.50 to $29 per ton, and busi- 
ness has been reported at these figures. 
Meal is proportionately higher. 


Cottonseed Oil, 


After more or less _ irregularity 
brought about by liquidation in the 
July position, the market strengthened 


and closed steady with values near the 
highest for the week. As stated in this 
column before, the July position ap- 
peared to be the lever by which the re- 
mainder of the market derived its 
movement and it was this very liquida- 
tion that the shrewd operators were an- 
ticipating. July opened with a sale of 
300 barrels at 47%c. On Tuesday sales 
of 2,100 barrels broke the price to 47\%c., 


and on Wednesday the price yielded to 
474%4c. on sales of 1,400 barrels. The 
liquidation practically ceased on this 


day and the event was followed by an 
advance which continued throughout 
the interval. There is no improvement 
to note in the consuming demand so 
the market has again had to stand on 
its own merits. Outside conditions 
have been favorable, and it was prob- 
ably the strength in lard and tallow 
that scared some of the shorts into cov- 
ering during the latter part of the 
week. The packers, while not aggres- 
sive buyers, are taking small quantities 
as needed and the light demand from 
other consuming sources is slowly but 
surely diminishing the available supply. 
As each week passes the available sup- 
ply of real oii is bound to grow less 
and the situation for the next three 
months ought to be exceedingly inter- 
esting, No doubt the most ardent oper- 
ator will have his wishes gratified 
before the beginning of October, but 
time alone will prove this. The de- 
mand for foreign account is still slack. 
The export movement from this port 
for the week ending June 6 aggregated 
4,193 barrels. Cable advices report con- 
tinued steady markets with America 
buying back, Some of the leading 
traders do not look for much support 
from Europe before the latter part of 
July. With nearly all the future con- 
tracts resold to this country and the 
consuming demand dependent largely 
on spot supplies, it seems reasonable 
to think that foreign buying will be in 
evidence some time during the sum- 
mer. Linseed oil in Europe shows an 
advance of 1s, and other competitive oils

Though 
the attitude of some traders is decid- 
edly bearish, and there is plainly ap- 
parent a weaker tendency on spot, in 
substance, the situation remains as 
last reported. The easier feeling in the 
domestic market is attributable to 
freer arrivals, and the indifferent at- 
titude of consumers. The ruling New 
York price for prompt delivery is 64%@ 
64c. and for August-October  ship- 
ment out of India, 5.95c. 

COCHIN OIL.—Receipts of Cochin 
cocoanut oil have again arrived for 
locai account in liberal. quantities. De- 
spite this fact, however, prices have 
stiffened here in sympathy with the 
firmer shipment prices. The general 
spot figures of 74@7'*c. have been un- 
dersold in some quarters, where sec- 
ond hands have more oil immediately 
available than their requirements de- 
mand, The prevailing quotation for 
August-October shipment out of pri- 
mary markets is 65%c. and June ship- 
ment from London, 6%c. 

CORN OIL.—The continued high 
price of corn has finally forced an- 
other advance in oil, which went up 25 
points on the week, Carload lots are 
now held on the basis of $5.55 per hun- 
dred pounds, and lesser quantities up 


to $5.60, according to amount. Buyers 
have accordingly kept their orders 
down to actual requirements, which 


holds the movement within very nar- 
row limits. Independent sellers would 
probably shade the above figures on 
liberal shipments, though not openly 
quoting lower prices. 

OLIVE O1L.—Further difficulty with 
the customs house on recent importa- 
tions has had a strengthening influence 
on the spot market, and firmness was 
again apparent in the few transactions 
closed. In addition, the pure food laws 
recently passed in France, debarring 
the sale of adulterated oil as a food 
product, has made for a heavier con- 
sumption of pure olive oil in that coun- 
try and reduced the supplies available 
for shipment. Buyers from continental 
Italy are also said to be purchasing 
freely. Liverpool is doing a limited 
business in Candia, Malaga and Ionia 
at the former rates, and London is 
steady though quiet. Yellow prime at 
New York is more uniformly quoted 
at 65@66c. for moderate quantities, and 
prime green foots are sustained at last 
week’s prices of 64%@6%c. 

PALM OIL.—A good inquiry has con- 
tinued for spot parcels, and although 
forward offers have not met with a 
very lively interest, the movement has 
proven quite ,satisfactory. Stronger 
views are held by some of the local 
contingent, with red quoted up to 5c. 
on spot and Lagos at 5%c. Abroad, 
particularly in the English market, 
there is a decidedly improved demand 
experienced, and in the business con- 
cluded steady to rather higher prices 
have been realized.

The feature in the Savannah mar- 
ket was the sale of 1,200 barrels at 
394c. at the end of the week. This 
sale practically cleaned up the market 
there.

ROSINS.—AIl grades of rosin were 
quoted higher as a result of a better 
demand and a slight diminution in 
receipts of new crop goods.

The net result of the drilling has been to 
show the existence of moderate amounts of oil 
in at least part of the territory. The wells are 
neither numerous enough nor deep enough to 
determine the outline of the pools and the area 
of productive territory, or to show whether the 
oil exists in sufficient quantity to pay for 
exploitation. They have demonstrated the 
difficulty and expense of drilling, and the need 
of ample resources and careful management. 
The existence of oil in remunerative quantities 
has neither been proved nor disproved. The 
evidence from the existing wells, like that of 
the seepages, is sufficient to warrant further 
testing, if it be done intelligently and care- 
fully by companies strong enough tu exploit 
large areas on a scale which permits of whole 
sale economies, and also strong enough to ris 
their capital on what must certainly be re- 
garded as a speculation rather than an in- 
vestment.

DEVELOPMENTS IN THE OIL BELT. 

The rocks which outcrop within the oil belt 
are chiefly the various members of the Ka- 
talla formation represented in the rocks south 
of Bering Lake, , 

Active attempts to produce petroleum in com- 
mercial quantities in this region have been 
made for the last five years The first well 
was begun in the summer of 1901, but no oil 
was produced and no great depth was reached, 
as the tools were soon lost and the well 
abandoned. The next year (1902) the same 
people drilled another well and obtained some 
oil. Six wells were being drilled in 1903. The 
following year (1904) witnessed the greatest 
activity that the region has seen, eight wells 
being in progress. In 1905 and 1906 operations 
were restricted to two wells. 

The result of these operations has been to 
obtain one well which yields a moderate 
amount of oil, another well which is capped, 
but in which the oil has at times a consid- 
erable pressure, and two more wells in which 
an unknown amount of oil stands near the 
top of the casing. 

Drilling has proved to be very difficult and 
expensive and the results not as encouraging 
as had been hoped. These facts, together 
with the uncertainty as to the amount of 
territory which one concern may legally con- 
trol and the equally great uncestainty as to 
the conditions of the market, have led to a 
suspension of some of the more active oper- 
ations, 

DESCRIPTION OF THE SEEPAGES. 

Petroleum seepages and gas springs are very 
numerous in many parts of the oil belt, and 
at some of them the flow of oil or of gas is 
large. 

Several large oil seepages were seen by the 
writer on the banks of Mirror Slough, near 
the mouth of Martin River. The petroleum 
reaches the surface from the clay and mud 
of the valiey floor, and a large amount has 
accumulated in the pools on the swampy sur- 
face and in the soil. The nearest outcrops of 
hard rock are sandstones or graywackes, prob- 
ably the same as those on Wingham Island and

Registration of Trade Marks in 


Australia, 


The requirements to procure a_ trade- 
mark in Australia are almost exactly sim- 
ilar to those necessary to secure an Eng- 
lish mark, according to a well known firm 
of Australian patent attorneys. A trade- 
mark, however, which has been in con- 
tinuous use in Australia for five years can 
be registered notwithstanding that the 
identical mark may have been registered 
by some one else. Registration is only 
obtainable by filing affidavits or statutory 
declarations by four or more reputable 
members of the trade that they have 
known the mark to have been continuous- 
ly used in some part of Australia for at 
least five years, and that they know the 
mark to have become distinctive of the 
goods for which registration is sought. 

These rulings, while interesting to those 
possessing trade-marks lacking the neces- 
sary requirements or essentials but which 
have acquired a reputation by use, they 
serve also as a warning to holders to 
take early steps to pretect their marks 
from infringements.

The Standard Found Guilty at 


Rochester. 


The Standard Oil Company, which has 
been placed on trial at Rochester for an 
alleged violation of the interstate com- 
merce law in accepting a concession from 
the field tariff on shipments of oil from 
Olean, N. Y., to Rutland and Bellows 
Falls, Vt., was found guilty as charged 
last Friday. There were forty counts in 
the indictment, each representing action 
on a car of oil. The maximum fine on 
each count is $20,000, bringing the total 
on all the shipments up to $800,000. 

In addressing the jury, the judge re- 
viewed the case and the process of finding 
the indictments. The offense charged, he 
said, was a violation of the Elkins law, 
passed in 1903, and consisted in receiving 
concessions from the railroads on inter- 
state shipments, 

“The issues in this case are clearly de- 
fined,”’ he said, ‘‘and fall within a narrow 
compass, and after I have finished you will 
be able to bring in a verdict of either not 
guilty of the offense as charged, or guilty 
on one or more counts.”’ 

Daniel J. Kenefick, of Buffalo, who con- 
ducted the defense, moved for a new trial, 
and it was arranged to have Judge Hazel 
hear argument on the motion at 11 o'clock 
on July 7. Special Assistant Attorney 
General 8S. Wallace Dempsey, the prose- 
cuting attorney, gave notice that he would 
move for judgment and sentence on the 
adjourned date,

PETROLEUM MARKET. | 


Saturday Noon, June 13, 1908. 


Development work in most of the 
Eastern fields has sustained a slight 
setback, as compared with the results 
of the former week, but there is ap- 
parently nothing of unfavorable sig- 
nificance in this condition. The heay- 
iest decline in operations was  0oc- 
easioned in  Lllinois. West Virginia 
held its own in the number of comple- 
tions and scored a small gain in new 
production. In the latter State Brooke 
county developments continued to over- 
shadow all others, eleven completions 
with an aggregate capacity of 1,300 bar- 
rels representing the results of the 
week. The Follansbee pool especially 
holds a record that has not been ap- 
proached in many months, another well 
of the gusher class coming in at_ 225 
barrels a day, natural. The production 
of this and the Holliday’s Cove pool in 
the same county is now in excess of 
5,000 barrels a day, an achievement 
that surpasses the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of the early operators. Out- 
side of Brooke county the most note- 
worthy result in West Virginia with- 
in the week iwas the completion of a 
well in the Spencer district of Roane 
county that was reported good for a 
showing for 100 barrels a day, natural. 
New interest was occasioned in Lin- 
coln county in the same State as a 
result of encountering favorable indica- 
tions of oil well in advance of develop- 
ments. The gusher recently brought 
in in Butler county, Pa., was credited 
by a recent report with flowing at the 
rate of 1,000 barrels a day, the produc- 
tion having been stimulated materially 
by agitation. Allegheny county in the 
same State furnished a natural pro- 
ducer good for 50 barrels a day. In 
the high grade fields of Southeastern 
Ohio the Clinton Lime district of Fair- 
field county offers the most encourag- 
ing prospects, a 160-barrel well being 
among the week’s successful develop- 
ments. A wildcat venture in Monroe 
county resulting in a showing for 25 
barrels of oil and 2,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas daily attracted considerable atten- 
tion. Completions in the Lima field of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the 
week were less by one well than pre- 
viously noted, but the aggregate of new 
production was well in excess of the 
former period, chiefly as a result of a 
strike in Lucas county, Ohio, which 
came in at the rate of 200 barrels a 
day. ‘there was a material falling off 
in field work in Illinois during the 
week and a corresponding decline in 
new production resulted. 
preparation is in progress for wildcat- 
ting in the eastern central section of 
the State and around Chicago, thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres having 
been leased, according to our corre- 
spondent. The runs from the wells in 
Illinois during May totaled 2,915,408 
barrels, representing a daily average of 
more than 94,000 barrels. The regular 
deliveries were, however, much lighter 
than was recorded for April, amount- 
ing to 285,294 barrels, against 2,167,042 
barrels. Another important transfer of 
petroleum property has been consum- 
mated and through this deal arrange- 
ments are said to have been effected 


Considerable, 
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for an extension of a pipe line system 
to connect the {fllinois fields with the 
eastern seaboard, General dullness 
prevails in Kentucky, outside of Wayne 
county, where some good results were 
accomplished within defined limits. Of 
principal interest in the mid-coptinent 
field was the completion of a wildcat 
well one and a half miles northwest 
otf the Muskogee pool of Oklahoma, 
which produced 1,400 barrels a day. The 
sald Hill district is credited with a 
total of 30,000 barrels a day from the 
twenty-five producing wells. 
sand district south of the Glenn pool 
offers encouraging prospects for suc- 
cessful exploitation, owing to the reg- 
ularity of the formation. The Texas 
coastal oil market is demoralized, the 
leading pipe line companies having an- 


nounced the withdrawal of credit bal- 
ance quotations, signifying that they 
ure out of the market for crude. This 


market has been on the downward 
trend for at least six months, the pro- 


duction being steadily augmented to 
an extent that rendered the outlook 
decidedly gloomy. The climax was 


reached a few days ago with assurances 
of a further material increase in sup- 
plies of crude by the successful develop- 
ment of two new fields in Texas, one at 
Goose Creek, near La Porte, and the 
other near Markham. The output of 
the Gulf coast region during May ag- 
gregated 1,395,200 barrels, of which 
Southeast Texas furnished 828,800 bar- 
rels and Louisiana 566,400 barrels. This 
total represents a decline of about 80,- 
000 barrels from that of the former 
month. The total movement and es- 
timated consumption reached 1,026,200 
barrels during May and the stocks at 
the close of the month exceeded 6,000, 
000 barrels. A valuable report of the 
United States Geological Survey giving 
many details on the petroleum fields of 
Alaska is published in another column 
of this issue. 





Refined and Products, 


While the export movement in re- 
fined from the local port has not em- 
braced so liberal an aggregate as was 
previously reported, 14,169,150, against 
17,558,330 gallons, it constitutes the 
principal activity of the market, Lit- 
tle interest has been manifested for 
early or forward shipment and no addi- 
tional charters have been consummated 
during the week. Domestic trading 
continues within light limits, but un- 
der the influence of the outlet into 
foreign channels and the well main- 
tained position of crude, values retain 
their steady tendency at lately-prevail- 
ing quotations. 

Advices from our correspondent re- 
cord a lower market for crude and resi- 
uals, which has been without unfavor- 
able influence on refined, The keenest 
competition is said to prevail over coal 
and liquid fuel, and residuals are likely 
to continue downward. Labor troubles 
have occasioned the closing of a case 
oil factory at Batoum. Shipments from 
that port are well maintained and there 
is no large accumulation of stocks. No 
alterations are to be noted in the quo- 
tations prevailing in the London and 
Liverpool markets, The Indian mar- 
kets remain steady at unchanged 
prices, The same quotations are cur- 
rent in Shanghai and Yokohama,

Telegrams complaining of the 
great need of rain keep pouring in from all 
the growing districts, and many reports say 
that, should the drought continue for a week 
longer, 90 per cent. or all the spring sowings 
wiil perish for want of moisture.

The only business we have to 
report is six cases of Carihissar at lls. 10d.@ 
Ss. ud., as to quality, but many more would 
ave been sold had our holders not retired 
from the market. Rain is badly needed, other- 
wise opium will jump up several shillings a

Dealers appear to be more at odds as 
to general business conditions, and the 
tone of the market is rather less favor- 
able than we had occasion previously 
to note, Many members of the local 
trade find current trading of a decided- 
ly erratic character, one day resulting 
in orders of an extent that suggests 
an early promise of normal conditions, 
while the next few days bring a check 
to the seeming improvement that is, to 
say the least, disheartening. The in- 
terval, however, has been proliiice of a 
feature of unusual interest, the upward 
flurry of opium, which materialized with 
unforeseen vigor. Higher prices were 
awaited us a result on codeine 
and morphine. The shellac market 
furnished another bullish development.

Spearmint oil is tending lower in a:- 
ticipation of cheaper offers of the new 
crop. Peppermint oil is also easier un- 
der the same influence. The early re- 
ports on neroli and otto of rose are 
suggestive of higher prices for -he new 
products, Golden seal has yielded ugain 
to the effect of lower prices for spring- 
dug root.

Smyrna, May 30, 1908. 

The arrivals to date amount to 1,387 cases, 
against 33 at the same period last year. 
Throughout the week our market has been 
excited with the distressing and afflicting 
news arriving daily from our interior growers, 
complaining very much of the damage done to 
the spring sown poppy by hot winds and by 
the total absence of the usual spring showers, 
very necessary at this season to bring the 
plants to a satisfactory maturity. Many of 
the fields which were in a healthy condition, 
and in an agricultural point of view, the 
plants promising a substantial yield, have all 
withered and dried up, forcing farmers to re 
plant the same fields by substituting other 
produce such as barley, maize, etc. This 
naturally has created a heavy deficit in the 
already small estimate of the coming crop, 
and the position of our market strengthened 
with a general advance of fully 18 to 20 pence 
per pound all round, with few sellers and with 
several native buyers vieing with each other 
to secure stuff for interior account. 

The sales amount to only seven cases of cur 
rent qualities at 13s. per pound, but fully 
20@25 cases would have changed hands had 
our holders been more disposed to sell. Our 
large interested dealers are now confident that 
most, if not all their loss will be recouped, 
for they are certain that consumers will have 
to respond to every advance, owing to ex- 
hausted stocks in London and New York. Cer- 
tainly the position is different from that of 
last year, when every manufacturer was more 
or less supplied, and stocks of Turkey and 
Persian were being offered in London at con- 
siderably lower prices than on the primary 
markets, but this time prices for opium prod- 
ucts will be adjusted according to values of 
the crude article at the source, which is here 
Constantinople and Salonica; consequently we 
expect the trade will be paying our prices if 
not for large quantities at least for its imme- 
diate requirements.

ing to the lack of orders, have been obliged 
to give away; therefore several transactions 
have taken place at £14 5s. down to £13 15s. 
per 305 kilos on the basis of 64 ounces citric 
acid, cost and freight the usual terms. At the 
latter price we are having a lot of sellers, but 
buyers are not inclined to make further sup- 
plies, being in a quite comfortable position for 
many months to come. 

The only chance to stimulate business is to 
get further concession in the prices, or else 
citric makers cannot send any orders as citric 
consuming demand is very dull, and they don’t 
find any remuneration to work the raw mate- 
rial at the actual value. 

ANTIMONY. — Occasional inquiries 
are noted, but they are regarded more 
as attempts to sound the views of sell- 
ers, the interest of consumers usually 
being in abeyance at this season. 
Quotations for powdered needle are 
rather nominal at 5@6c., as to holder 
anr quantity. 

BAY RUM.—The firmer’ tendency 
that followed the active movement in 
the Porto Rican as a result of the 
sharp reduction in values with the re- 
moval of the revenue tax has lapsed, 
and there are sellers at 85c. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—Dullness is still 
complained of, and dealers do not ap- 
pear hopeful of an early turn for the 
better. For strictly No. 1 grading 34 
@35ec. is considered the market basis, 
although a lot of so-called No. 1 quality 
has been in evidence at a lower figure. 

CODLIVER OIL.—There has. been 
nothing to induce keener interest on the 
part of local dealers in the new crop 
of Norwegian refined, but primary 
values are steady and for a leading 
brand an advance to $14 f. 0. b. was 
noted. It was still possible to operate 
for shipment at $13.50 f. 0. b. We have 
the following cable advices from our 
correspondent on the progress of the

GLYCERINE. — Continued dullness 
dominates the C. P. situation, but re- 
finers do not depart from the schedule of 
13%@14c. for bulk ,and 14%@l5ic, for 
cans, lately in effect. Dynamite was 
firmer at 10%@10%c. Our correspond- 
ent writes as follows on crude:— 


Paris, June 5, 1908. 


It seems that there is a slight bettering in 
our glycerine market. That bettering is not 
occasioned by American purchases, as our 
prices for crude glycerine are not at all in 
proportion with the prices ruling on your side, 
but only by European purchases, European re- 
finers finding the actual prices low enough to 
make some purchases. Saponification was 
treated at the price of 93 francs per 100 kilos, 
new drums included, payment at 90 days’ 
sight, c. and f. New York, and lye is offered 
now at 78 francs, but it seems that the lat- 
ter price could be bargained. 

GUARANA.—Demand is light at the 
unusual level of $3, but there is no 
indication that the few holders of the 
limited stocks are willing to abate from 
this position, and there is nothing in 
sight from primary quarters. 

HAARLEM OIL.—Supplies remain 
within moderate limits, and values are 
apparently maintained at $2 for capped 
to $2.25 for corked. 

JAPAN WAX.—The primary market 
has receded somewhat from the high 
level recently scored, but the prevail- 
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ing spot range has not varied from 10% 
@10%c. Arrivals during the week from 
Kobe amounted to 150 cases. 

MENTHOL.—A local dealer has char- 
acterized this market as needing hos- 
pital treatment, and there is little 
doubt that this opinion has general 
support. The question is frequently 
raised, ‘‘What has become of the de- 
mand?” since there is practically no 
evidence of buying interest. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.— slight 
advance became operative late in the 
week, in sympathy with the bullion 
market, and quotations are now on the 
basis of 34%4c. for 1,000 ounces to 37%c. 
for smaller lots. 

VANILLIN.—Manufacturers’  sched- 
ule is maintained at 33@35c., as to 
quantity, but occasional lots in outside 
hands available from cheap contracts 
are in evidence below this basis. 


Balsams. 


The market for Central and South 
American copaiba retains its favorable 
Status, due chiefly to the reduction of 
stocks in first hands, arrivals having 
continued light and readily absorbed 
for distributing account. The ruling 
range in the local trade remains 50@ 
55c., only an occasional lot being of- 
fered to better advantage. The strong 
position of Canada fir has not abated 
to an appreciable extent, the few hold- 
ers maintaining $5 for barrels and $6.10 
for cans. The Oregon variety is un- 
changed, but nominal at $1.10@1.20, as 
to style of package. First hand stocks 
of tolu have found a broader outlet and 
the market reflects a firmer tone, A 
lot recently reshipped from this port 
was reported to have realized 10d. 
abroad. 

Barks. 


Exception has been taken to the bear- 
ish tone of our recent reports on cas- 
cara sagrada, one house having close 
associations with the coast situation 
declaring that its advices do not bear 
out the statements that the prospects 
favor a large peel, there being no ac- 
tivity in the peeling districts, whereas 
the gathering should be in full swing by 
this time. A basis of better than 5c. 
was named for shipment of new bark 
from the coast, but this was considered 
as little more than speculative, It is, 
however, impossible to gainsay the 
skepticism of local dealers in the early 
outlook, and the market is not regard- 
ed as especially steady at quotations. 

Further sales of the manufacturing 
grades of soap bark have been reported 
at 9c., but the 8%c. quotation, noted 
previously, does not seem to have been 
withdrawn. A recent cabled inquiry for 
whole bark in the primary market elic- 
ited the reply that none was available 
there. Hamburg bought freely early in 
the season and very little whole is be- 
lieved to be obtainable outside of that 
quarter. 

Offers of new crop elm from the coun- 
try continue well beyond buyers’ views. 

Cottonroot bark is dull and rather 
easy at 64%@7c. 


Beans. 


The vanilla bean situation is devoid 
of new interest, and the prevailing tone 
remains bearish, While last week’s re- 
visions in quotations have continued in 
effect, it is believed that they are sus- 
ceptible to buyers’ favor, especially for 
Bourbons, Mexican cuts and Tahitis. 
There is little of encouraging portent 
in the outlook for the next few months, 
and by that time the trade is hopeful 
for the renewal of interest that is 
usually experienced in the early fall, 
the new crop may have to be reckoned 
as a factor. The French markets still 
complain of an absence of inquiry and, 
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according to mail advices, the tendency 
continues downward. 

The disturbing reports on the crop 
of Angostura tonka beans have tended 
to restrict offers on the part of hold- 
ers, available stocks being materially 
reduced. New goods are usually due 
about this time, but so far nothing 
seems to be in sight. Spot quotations 
are generally on the basis of 90c.@$1, 
but 85c. was named in one or two quar- 
ters. A few lots of Para beans are in 
evidence at 20c., but there is apparently 
but one holder of the Surinam variety 
and his price is 50c. 


Essential Oils. 


The developments of the week in this 
department have continued of bearish 
significance, and the only items that 
merit favorable consideration are those 
of foreign origin, with the effect on 
spot as yet intangible. In this connec- 
tion we refer to neroli and Bulgarian 
otto of rose. Concerning the former 
the following has been received from 
a local source:— 

The orange flower crop is now practically 
finished and has been rather small. Un- 
favorable weather conditions early in the 
season delayed the blooming, this being fol- 
lowed by sudden and intense heat and the 


blossoms came out all at once, the result 
being that there were not hands enough in 
the country districts to gather them—conse- 
quently, at least 200,000 kilos of flowers per- 
ished on the trees. The yield of oil from 
the flowers actually gathered has_ been 


good, but the very short time available for 
distillation has made it impossible to secure 
as large quantity as desired. Under such 


conditions it is difficult to know the final 
adjustment of prices, but this will be set- 
tled now in a short time. Estimating as 
best we can on the basis of these crop con- 


ditions we think that about $59 to $60 per 
lb., f. 0. b. New York may be the new crop 
price for oil neroli bigarade petale extra, 
but at this moment we cannot quote this 
price firm, but only submit it as our esti- 
mate ‘‘without engagement.” 

The firmer tendency of the new crop 
Bulgarian otto of rose noted previously 
has found confirmation within the in- 
terval and the following is an extract 
from a letter received by a local 
dealer:— 

Rain is much needed in the growing dis- 
tricts and owing to the dry earth the roses 
are falling. Distillation has stopped. The 
blooming of flowers was of very short dura- 
tion and the percentage of yield could not 
be determined. Good prices were paid for 
roses at the beginning, but so many proved 
worthless that the prices declined one-half, 
but even at the lower basis there was no 
profit in distilling. Prices formerly named 
for future delivery are canceled. 

Among the bearish developments, 
spearmint probably commands pri- 
mary mention. Local dealers were 
somewhat disturbed at the widespread 
offer of an _ out-of-town consuming 
house at $6 for spot goods and at $4 for 
new crop delivery, beginning August. 
As we have noted repeatedly of late, 
comparatively little oil is available for 
new business on spot, the great propor- 
tion of stocks being held for deliveries 
on contracts made several months ago. 
None of the dealers seemed disposed 
to meet the low spot figure reported 
above and as inquiries are practically 
in abeyance, there was nothing upon 
which a test of the market could be 
based. As a nominal quotation, $7 may 
be named, but if a buyer appeared 
there is little doubt that he could 
operate to much better advantage. 

Lemon and orange continue to reflect 
an easy tone in consequence of the 
primary tendency and lack of spot de- 
mand. Quotations for lemon have un- 
dergone no further change, covering 
the range of 80@90c., as to brand, but 
the inside quotation for sweet orange 
is lower at $1.80. Bergamot is in a 
more favorable position than the other 
Messina essences, remaining steady at 
2.90@3.10, as to brand and seller. 

The primary abatement of citronella 
has continued, 12d. having been report- 
ed for shipment, and the spot market 
reflects more this condition, cans be- 
ing available at 28c. 

Peppermint is offered at the easier 
basis of $1.50 for bulk, with practical- 
ly no inquiry. Offers from the West 
indicate the increasing eagerness of 
growers to move their heldings before 
the new crop becomes available. 

Bay oil has yielded further to the 
low price of Porto Rican bay rum, re- 
ferred to previously, $1.90 being ac- 
ceptable in some quarters. 

Anise is reported a trifle firmer in 
the primary market and $1.10 is more 
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generally named en spot. Advices on 
cassia were of less favorable signifi- 
cance, but $1.10@1.15 remained current 
on spot for 75@80 per cent. 

Clove oil is steady at 70@72'%c. for 
cans and 724%@75c. for bottles, dealers 
declaring that higher prices are war- 
ranted by the position of the spice. 


Flowers, 


Further assurances of the strong po- 
sition of Hungarian chamomiles at pri- 
mary points have been received in the 
local trade within the interval, the 
range of the new crop for shipment 
extending to 35c. A sale for this mar- 
ket at 32c. was reported, but, as a rule, 
dealers seem willing to take their 
chances upon later developments. Spot 
stocks are undoubtedly low, especially 
for desirable goods, and unless there is 
some relief in the foreign situation a 
corresponding enhancement here seems 
probable. 

Reports have been current of an 
easier market abroad for Valencia saf- 
fron, influencing a spot revision of the 
inside quotation to $7.50, but question 
has been raised as to the quality ob- 
tainable at this figure. Most holders 
have declined to name anything better 
than $7.75. Reports of a further yield- 
ing in prices of the American variety 
were checked at the close and lic. was 
declared to be an inside quotation. 


Gums. 


There has been nothing to distinguish 
the refined camphor situation during 
the week and routine conditions are 
still prevalent, Refiners maintain an 
apparently steady position at 52 cents 
for barrels and 53 cents for cases, and 
prospects for any further coacessions in 
values are discouraged. M4’ advices 
fiom Japan indicated a more favorable 
tenor and an advance of 1d. on all ship- 


ments of refined after July, it was 
stated, would be effective. An arrival 
of 130 cases of refined ounces trom 


Kobe went direct to consuming account. 
At an auction of fire-damaged ounce; 
in the local trade 47% cents was real- 
ized. 

There have been further arrivals of 
new crop Curacao aloes amounting to 
382 cases, but they come to a receiver 
who controls the bulk of first hand 
stocks, and in this quarter there is no 
abatement of the firm views that have 
been expressed since the arrival of the 
new goods. Spot prices cover a range 
of 6%@7%c. for boxes and 9@10c. for 
gourds. 

Late advices noted a firmer tendency 
of Arabic sorts in the primary market, 
rains in the producing districts hav- 
ing ended the gathering and it was in- 
sisted there would be no accumulation 
of stocks. Dealers here maintained 
confidence that better prices would be 
realized upon any quickening of the 
demand, Quotations covered a range 
of 8c. for ordinary amber to l4c, for 
choice white descriptions. 

High grade Aleppo tragacanths con- 
tinue in short supply and values are 
well maintained at 75@80c, 

Chicle is in light request but steady 
with carload lots offered at 48@45c, and 
the jobbing range quoted to 52%c. 


Herbs and Leaves, 


The reduction in stocks of eupharbia 
pil. has induced most holders to main- 
tain a range from 35 to 50c., and in but 
one quarter was a more attractive fig- 
ure named, 30c. There is little opportu- 
nity for replenishment until late in the 
fall. 

The market is almost bare of hen- 
bane and 14@l5ic. was generally quoted 
at the close. 

Short buchu is in limited request, but 
the choicer varieties command steady 
values, some holders asking up to 25c. 
For a less desirable description 20c. is 
acceptable. 

The recent flurry in cannabis indica

Shellac. 


The developments of the week have 
been little less than startling, repeated 
manifestations of the soaring tend- 
ency of the foreign markets having 
brought local dealers to a realization 
that the primary situation had struck 
a pace which the local trade seems to 
have been quite unprepared for. It is 
true that assurances of a short “by- 
sache”’ crop had lent some impression 
here, but there was a hope that it had 
been discounted and that a reaction 
would offer a more advantageous basis 
to cover. Dealers now see little pros- 
pect to replenish except at advancing 
prices and this has been well reflected 
by the keen speculative trading among 
the houses during the week, all marks 
and qualities being involved. Accord- 
ing to some authorities, the ‘‘bysache”’ 
erop, from which T. N. and the me- 
dium grades of orange are derived, will 
fall below fifty per cent. of an average 
yield, and the effect of this condition is 
likely to be emphasized by the reduc- 
tion of available stocks. According to 
cable advices at the close, London was 
on the basis of 132s. for August, 134s. 
for October and 137s. for January-Feb- 
ruary. The spot position of T. N. in 
London was said to be at a level that 
would bring the cost here to about 
29l%6c. Calcutta was also reported to 
have scored a sharp advance at the 
cTose. On spot T. N. was variously 
quoted at 29@32c., and the lower offers 
are likely to be out of the market by 
Monday. A feature in the local mar- 
ket was the stimulating tendency of 
bleached marks, which have been un- 
dersold for several weeks owing to the 
keen competition.

Spices. 


The broader movement into consum- 
ing channels, noted previously, has been 
well sustained during the week, but 
the bulk of the business is still of an 
urgent character. Freer inquries have 
been noted for invoice lots and fu- 
tures, but the breach between buyers 
and sellers’ views stayed consumma- 
tion. Cable advices have continued gen- 
erally firm. The aggregate of spot 
transactions has embraced satisfactory 
proportions and stocks on the whole 
continue at a moderate level. Among 
the sales of the week were 700 bales of 
Zanzibar cloves, but the terms were 
not disclosed. The prevailing range has 
continued 10%@11c.

The effect of capillary attraction is to cause 
the oil to be diffused somewhat throughout the 


rocks in all directions, provided the rock is 
dry and of the right texture to permit capil- 
lary movement. The directions in which it 
will move will be controlled by the distribu- 
tion of porous rock and water, and will be 


modified by gravity and the other factors here 
discussed. 

The presence of water causes an upward 
movement of the oil. The essential conditions 
for such movement are a porous rock contain- 


ing both water und oil and a lower limit be 
yond which the water cannot go. The water, 
because of its greater density, seeks a lower 


level than the oil and forces the latter upward 
until either the demand of all the water for 
space is satisfied or until the oil is checked in 
its upward movement by an impervious 
stratum. In the former case the oil rests on 
the surface of the water in a state of equi- 
librium; in the latter case, it is confined under 
pressure with a potential upward force 


Gas pressure tends to drive the oil in any 
unblocked direction. The requisites for oil 
movement caused by gas are the presence of 


gas, either in a contiguous body to the oil or 
being given off from or within the oil, and an 
impervious bed above the gas and through 
which it cannot pass. The gas then tends to 
accumulate on the upper surface of the oil 
and to force the oil downward in the direc- 
tion of least resistance, which may be either 
vertical or have a lateral component. The oil 
would already have been in the lowest avail- 
able space, so further downward motion im- 
plies the displacement of water. The motion 
continues until there is equilibrium between 


the expansive pressure of the gas and the 
hydrostatic pressure of the water. The oil is 
then confined between these forces and will 


escape under pressure at the first poportunity. 
The most favorable conditions for the occur- 


rence of petroleum over large and _ regular 
areas are the following:— 

1. A large and widely distributed original 
source of oil-yielding material 

2. Thick, extensive and regular porous beds 


in which the oil can move freely and accumu- 
late. 


8. Impervious beds above and below the 
porous beds. 

4. Small angles of dip and fairly regular 
structure. 

5. Absence of deep fracturing or of irregu- 


larities of structure. 

6. Absence of water in the rocks if the oil- 
bearing beds are synclinal, or presence of a 
moderate amount of water if they are anti- 
clinal. 

Such conditions are favorable to the oc- 
currence of petroleum in large, regular and 
easily outlined pools, to moderately large pro- 


account to drill several of the wells as deep 
as they would otherwise have gone.

Water.—The rocks of this region are full of 
water and consequently large amounts are 
encountered in all the wells. This is undesir- 
able for two reasons:—The pressure of the 
column of water tn the well keeps the oll 
hack in the rocks and prevents it from com- 
ing out Into the well. and the water reduces 
the effective weight of the drill and acts as a 
cushion between the drill and the rock, in 
both ways reducing the power of the blow 
The only remedy is in casing off the water, 
which eannot be done too often without re 
ducing the size of the hole to undesirable dl- 
mensions and finally limiting the depth to 
which it can be drilled without pulling the 
easing and going back and reaming out the 
hole 
Remoteness The remoteness 
this region from a base of supplies not 
increases the cost of labor and of freight. 
also makes it necessary either to carry an 
large equipment of fishing and 
repairing tools and of general supplies. or to 
be subject to delays in ordering special tools 
from a lone distance. Conditions will improve 
in this respect with better facilities for com-

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


From reports at hand, it would 
seem that manufacturing activity in 
various sections of the country is grad- 
ually increasing. The change, how- 
ever, is not visible from week to week, 
but, when a comparison is made with 
conditions six weeks or two months 
ago, there is a decided change for the 
better. As stated before, the supply of 
manufactured products is comparative- 
ly small, and the belief appears to be 
gaining ground that the purchasing 
power as well as the purchasing incli- 
nation will gradually increase from 
now on. The recent cut in steel bars 
in order to meet the lower prices of 
iron bars has created some disturbance, 
but this action should benefit the trade 
in two ways at least, first in stimulat- 
ing the consuming demand, and second 
by working off any over supply of 
goods. In the general business world 
there is naturally a disposition to await 
the clearing of the political situation 
and a better understanding as to the 
real crop position. From present in- 
dications, it would seem that great 
agricultural wealth is assured, There 
is bound to be a good crop of winter 
wheat and, while it is too early to in- 
dulge in too enthusiastic views re- 
garding spring wheat and corn, yet 
there is no reason to believe that the 
harvest will fail to average up to am- 
ple proportions. The exceptionally 
fine weather of the past two weeks has 
been very beneficial to the pbuilding 
trades. Official reports from forty-five 
leading cities throughout the country 
aggregate a loss for the month of May, 
when compared to the corresponding 
period in 1907, of 25 per cent., whereas 
the previous month’s decrease is given 
as 33 per cent., as compared with the 
same month last year. 

The market for time money has 
shown little change. Ratesat the close of 
the week were 24@2% per cent. for 90 
days and 3% per cent. for six months. 
Money on call at the Stock Exchange 
ranged from 14%@1% per cent., the clos- 
ing rate on Friday was 1% per cent. 
Mercantile paper has been in fair de- 
mand. Rates at the close were 4@4% 
per cent. for four to six months’ bills 
receivable, 4@5 per cent. for choice 
single names and 5 per cent. for other 
grades. Bar silver closed Friday at 
53%c. Mexican dollars closed at 47c. 
bid and 52c. asked. The market for 
sterling exchange has ruled easier, 
closing lower on Friday. Rates for 
actual business at the close were 4.8675 


@4.8685 for demand. Cables 4.8705@ 
4.8715. Commercial bills were 4.84@ 
4.84%. 

The securities market has ruled 
steady during the interval. Trading 


has been moderate, but the undertone 
has been firm, and values at the close 
showed little deviation from final prices 
of the previous week. 

Trading in American Agricultural 
Chemical stock has been of more active 
proportions. The price of this security 
has advanced three points in the last 


two weeks. The only news accom- 
panying the movement was that the 
company was doing a good business 


and the stock looked attractive from 
an investor’s standpoint. 

National Lead Stock has continued 
steady under a moderate demand. 
Fluctuations have been confined with- 
in the range of 67% @68%. 

Directors of the National Licorice 
Company have declared the reguiar 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. on 
the preferred stock, payable June 30. 
Books close June 23 and reopen July 1.

Provisions of the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation Act. 


COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL REVENUE 
PREPARES EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 
CERTAIN SUMS TO BE SET ASIDE 
FOR PAYMENT OF REFUNDS, 
TAXES ILLEGALLY COL- 
LECTED, ETC. 
Washington, June 12, 1908. 
The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has prepared a statement in explanation 
of certain provisions of the sundry civil 
appropriation act passed in the closing 
days of the recent session and setting 
aside certain sums of money to facilitate 
the payment of refunds of taxes illegally 


collected or moneys tendered in compro- 
mise, but rejected, etc. The statement, 
which will be issued in the form of a 


circular to collectors of internal revenue, 
is of special interest to importers of 
goods subject to internal revenue taxes, 
manufacturing druggists holding recti- 
fiers’ licenses, wholesalers and retailers 
of products which. like distilled spirits in 
their various forms, are subject to tax, 
manufacturers of and dealers in oleomar- 
garine and all other persons whose oper- 
ations come within the jurisdiction of the 
internal revenue laws. The statement is 
as follows:— 

“Special attention is called to new legisla- 


tion found in the act making appropriations for

sundry civil expenses of the government 

the fiscal year ending June 30, 1909, and for 
other purposes, approved May 27, 1908, affect- 
ing collections and accounts of collectors, 


which reads as follows:— 

“After June 30, 1908, collectors 
revenue shall pay daily into the Treasury of 
the United States, under instructions of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the gross amounts 
of all collections of whatever nature, made by 
authority of law, and the same shall be cov- 
ered into the treasury as internal revenue col- 
lections. 

“To enable the Secretary of the Treasury to 
refund money covered into treasury as inter- 
nal revenue collections which, under authority 
of law has heretofore been refunded or re- 
turned, thirty thousand dollars, 

“For miscellaneous expenses, internal rev- 
enue service. additional to the sum appropri- 
ated therefor in the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation act for the fiscal year

1909, fifteen thousand dollars. 

“Collectors of internal revenue shall render 
their revenue accounts quarterly. 

“The objects of the legislation may be 


briefly summed up as follows, the numbers of 
the paragraph corresponding to the paragraphs 
quoted above.

“Collectors will, therefore, on and after 
July 1, 1908, deposit as internal revenue col- 
lections the gross amounts collected by au- 
thority of law from whatever source, and such 
collections, when not in payment of taxes pay- 
able by stamp and not assessed or assessable 
in column 10 of the list, shall be charged on 
Form 58. 

‘Sales of all personalty will be reported on 
Form 210, and headings of columns in same 
should be improvised to report sales of old ma- 
terial, etc., one for gross proceeds, one for net 
proceeds, and one for expenses incident to 
sale, and the expenses should be reported on 
Form 210 as at present and the subvouchers 
covering such expenses should be attached to 
and forwarded with Form 85. Form 210 will 
be revised to meet the requirements, and until 
it is revised collectors should report thereon 
monthly when there is anything to report. 
When there is nothing to report that fact 
should be made to appear on Form 4. 

“Sales of real estate should be reported 
Form 128, which will also be revised. 

‘“‘As no record of sales of old material, etc., 
has been prescribed, the last two or three 
pages of Record 44 may be used for that pur- 
pose, 

‘Record 144 will continue to be used, and 
such changes as may be necessary to record 
transactions correctly should be made in the 
headings of columns therein, where the printed 
headings do not meet the actual needs of the

“While sections 3,193 and 3,195, Revised 
Statutes, are amended to the extent that over- 
plus and surplus proceeds of distraint sales 


cannot in any case be returned to legal owner

“The act of Congress hereinbefore quoted 
amends the statutes relating to seizures and 
distraints so far as paying expenses incitient 
to seizures and sales, overplus or surplus of 
the proceeds in distraint sales, from proceeds 
of sales, and in certain cases depositing money 
to the credit of the Secretary of the Treasury 
for a time.

Section 3,618, Revised Statutes, 
as amended, is further amended to the extent

“The fees and charges to be made against 
the proceeds of distraint and seizure sales au- 
thorized under the provisions of section 3,206, 
Revised Statutes, are hereby limited to the 
actual necessary expenses incident to seizures 
and sales, which expenses will not include 
traveling expenses and subsistence of deputy 
collectors, as it is held that such officers are 
in the discharge of their regular duties when 
enforcing the laws and regulations in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the collection of internal 
taxes except where otherwise provided by law. 
The fee for drawing and executing a deed for 
real estate, to be paid by purchaser after the 
year of redemption shall have expired, not to 
exceed $5 in any case, is authorized, but no 
part of such fee shall be received by any col- 
lector, deputy collector, or employe in the 
internal revenue service for his own use. No 
expenses or fees other than those mentioned 
above shall be paid or sanctioned, and in no 
case are they to be deducted from proceeds of 
sale—the expenses to be paid from funds ad- 
vanced to collectors, and the fees mentioned 
by purchasers of the property. 

“To sum up, each collector will be required 
to render but one collection account—his rev- 
enue account—under the law effective on and 
after July 1, 1908, instead of four collection 
accounts required to be rendered prior to that 


date, namely:—Revenue account, Form 79; 
Miscellaneous, Form 474; Proceeds of old ma- 
terial, ete., 1897, Department Circular 6, and 
a form of account covering sales of real es- 
tate under the provisions of section 3,208, Re- 
vised Statutes, as amended, 

“Collectors will make no disbursements ex- 


cept from funds advanced to them for specific 


purposes, for all of which they will be re- 
quired to properly account.’’

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Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, June 10, 1908. 

Demand for cash seed at Minneapolis 
still continues to be the feature of the 
seed trade, and the scramble among the 
crushers of the Flour City for flax goes 
on apace. Minneapolis still maintains its 
premium over the July option at Duluth, 
though the spread is not as wide now as 
it has been, At the close to-day there was 
a difference of 1%c, between cash Minne- 
apolis and July seed at the head of the 
lakes. Thetrouble seems to be not so much 
with the lack of seed as with the inequal- 
ity of distribution in the past, for the seed 
which is now at Duluth seems more than 
liberal enough, while the stocks at Min- 
neapolis are so meager that it requires 
constant and active buying on the part of 
the crushers to secure enough seed to 
keep their mills in operation for even part 
of the time. There is plenty of oil, and 
so far as this phase of the situation is 
concerned it would be possible for the 
crushers to suspend operations from now 
on till close to the opening of the new 
crop season, and still be able to satisfy 
all the wants of the buyers. But as has 
been explained frequently, the desire on 
the part of the tig manufacturers of oil 
to reduce the working cost on their prod- 
uct makes it essential that they keep their 
mills going as many months throughout 
the year as the conditions will permit. 
Thus it happens that many times the 
spectacle of the mills in operation, while 
stocks pile up, is seen, something which 
would be regarded as business suicide in 
other lines of manufacturing. This ex- 
plains why the Minneapolis crushers are 
trying to pick up seed in the face of full 
oe tanks and only a moderate demand for 
oil. 

The stocks of seed at the head of the 
lakes in pubuic store amount to 2,333,000 
bushels, while at Minneapolis there is only 
the small total of 31,000 bushels in public 
store. This makes a supply at the two 
points of 2,364,000 bushels, the lighest that 
it has been this season. At this time a 
year ago the stock of seed at the two 
points was 3,893,000 bushels. At that 
time receipts of seed were liberal, so 
that there was a constant accretion, while 
the arrivals this vear are far short of the 
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runs of 1907. Minneapolis takes practi- 
eally all the seed that comes to the mar- 
ket now. Out of 1388 cars received at the 


two points this week, Minneapolis had 130 
ears. A year ago the receipts were 247 
ears, of which Minneapolis had 119, or less 
than half. The very fact that the crush- 
ers at the latter point have taken all but 
eight cars out of the receipts this week in- 
dicates how urgent is the demand for cash 


there. There does not seem to be any iim- 
mediate prospect of this premium being 
dissipated, for the receipts are not com- 
ing — enough to justify a sharp break 
in price. 

A little better indication of a more lib- 
eral acreage for the coming crop than was 
expected is shown by reports from various 
sections of the Northwest this week. More 
new land along the new line of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul is believed 
to be going into flax, and if all the re- 
ports which tell of the abandonment of 
barley fields of last year to the seed are 
true there is likely to be nearly as large 
an acreage as there was a year aga. Seed- 
ing is now going on, but it is still too early 
to determine the number of acres that 
will be devoted to seed, even approxi- 
mately, and the number of guesses that 
have been hazarded cannot all be right. 
Conditions are very favorable for seeding 
now, and farmers are in a position to de- 
vote their time largely to flax, so that it is 
not unlikely that within a fortnight the 
acreage in the United States will be a 
fully settled, even if not ascertained fact.

LINSEED OIL.—A fair demand for oil 
was reported the current week, in addi- 
tion to the withdrawals on old contracts. 
The crushers are generally holding firm 
in their views as to the price, and the 
market remains at 40c., Chicago. There 
are a few instances ‘where oil has been 
sold at a lower price than 40c., but in 
most of these cases it was oil in second 
hands, and did not come direct from the 
crushers, A report said that some oil in 
tank wagons had been sold at 3644c., which 
would mean about 39c, in cooperage, but 
this was an exceptional case. There is a 
fairly strong tone in the market for spot 
oil, and for the product for delivery for a 
month ahead, but beyond that limit of 
time neither the buyers nor the sellers 
seem to care to go. Thirty-day contracts 
were rather freely made within the cur- 
rent week, but at no less a price than 
40c. Stocks are still very liberal, and the 


» seed and explains the premium that exists } crushers might possibly be able to sell a 
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little more freely if they would shade the 
price, but the feeling that oil is worth the 
present figure seems to permeate the en- 
tire selling side of the market, and con- 
cessions are few and far between. 

LINSEED CAKE.—A stronger tone was 
shown the past week. Demand for ship- 
ment was more active, the buyers on the 
other side evincing more interest in the 
market than has been the case for some 
time. Minneapolis reports several sales 
of fair-sized lots to Europe, and some con- 
tracts running as far ahead as Septem- 
ber, inclusive, were made locally within 
the last week. Most of the latter was 
screw press cake, and the price ranged 
$27.75@28 per ton, Chicago. Crushers will 
not attempt to sell beyond September as 
they do not know what the future of the 
seed market is going to be. With the crop 
in process of seeding no one can tell how 
much seed there will be on the new crop, 
and the crushers are always cautious at 
this time of the year. Continental points 
seem to be well cleaned out of their re- 
cent liberal stocks of cake, and this prob- 
ably explains the better demand that has 
been shown. Locally the cake market is 
on a basis of $27.50@28 per ton.

Turkish Gum Tragacanth. 


SUPERIOR QUALITY OF SMYRNA ARTICLE 
—TRADE DIFFICULTIES. 


A report from Consul Ernest L. Harris 
states that gum tragacanth is exported 
in sonsiderable quantities from Smyrna, 
and that the sort particularly known as 
“Smyrna tragacanth’”’ is said to be the 
best produced in Asia Minor. He gives 
the flowing particulars of this trade:— 

It is not grown, however, in the immediate 
vicinity of Smyrna, but comes from Karahiss- 
ar, Jalowadsch and even farther in the interior, 
where it all grows wild. This kind of gum 
consists of white, yellow and red hardened 
substances, which have become congealed after 
oozing out of the bush, or tree, in the hot sun 
of a Levantine summer. The gum is secured 
in a similar manner as opium by an incision 
in the branch. This is done in the spring and 
summer of each year, and the gum is usually 
scraped in September, when the first raine 
begin to fall. 

During the last twenty years the gum trag- 
acanth trade of Smyrna has decreased. It has 
been estimated that the trade has fallen from 
600,000 pounds to 55,000 pounds in that length 
of time. One of the main reasons advanced is 
that the trade needs a large amount of capital, 
relatively speaking, to keep it going. Nowa 
days this product is shipped from the interior 
of the country to Smyrna in an unsorted con- 
dition. It is then sorted in this city into some 
seven different qualities in order to meet the 
demands of foreign markets, especially those in 
England, Germany and France, where only cer- 
tain grades are purchased. 

Should the Smyrna merchant be unable to 
place all he has on hand in one season, he 
usually finds considerable difficulty in disposing 
of it at all. On the whole, the trade seems 
to be passing more and more to Constantinople. 
The exports of Smyrna_tragacanth to the 
United States during 1907 amountei to only

The Sweitzer Oil and Gas Company 
has completed an initial test well on 
the Fred Leitzletter farm near Claring- 
ton in Monroe county, O., and has a 
showing for a 25-barrel per day pro- 
ducer and 2,000,000 feet of gas daily. 
This is a purely wildcat venture and is 
attracting considerable attention. A 
number of prominent operators have 
secured large leaseholds in the vicinity.

The big purchase of the holdings of Treat, 
Crawford & Co. by the Associated Producers’ 
Company of New York City, for a considera- 
tion of $1,250,000, gives the famous Illinois 
field another record breaking sale of oil prop- 
erty, and gives the sellers a clear profit of 
close to a half million dollars more than the 
property brought by the sale, as the holdings 
had long ago paid out the first cost not to say 
anything of the gas plant retained by Treat, 
Crawford & Co. The sale takes with it 235 
wells and leases on several thousand acres of 
gilt-edge property. The Tidewater Pipe Line 
Company, the pipe line branch of the Asso- 
ciated company, will construct pipe line from 
its properties and will utilize its own produc- 
tion at its eastern refining plant. 
Arrangements are being perfected for a large 
amount of wildcat work to be done between 
the present producing field in the eastern cen- 
tral section of Illinols and Chicago. Thousands 
upon thousands of acres have been leased, and 
work will soon be started. The first ventures 
will be made in Iroquois county, near the ham- 
let of Whtseka, and a line of wells will be 
drilled to the south as far as Danville. The 
lease owners are going after the shallow sand 
production, which will-no doubt be found at 
from 6 to 300 feet below the surface, and 
when wells that will produce a couple of bar- 
rels a day are found at this depth they are 
valuable assets. 

During the month of May there were 246 
wells completed in the Illinois fleld, of which 
35 were gas wells and dry holes, the producing 
wells having a new production of 6,628 bar- 
rels, an average of 29 barrels per day per 
well. But five wells were abandoned, and 
there were 102 rigs up and 310 wells drilling 
at the close of the month. The total runs 
from the wells of the State for the month 
were 2,915,408 barrels, and the deliveries 
were 285,204 barrels, being the regular de- 
liveries, the amount of crude delivered to 
other lines not being a factor. The production 
of the Illinois fleld for the month was more 
than half of the entire output of all fields east 
of the Mississipp!

The work is not alone confined 
to the active Iliinois regions, but other Bastern 
States are showing a slight spurt in new 
work and completed wells. The West Virginia 
section of the field, especially in the regions 
around Brooke county, is showing activity and 
many fine producing wells, and to-day is the 
brightest section of the east end of the high- 
grade section. Operations are not broadening 
any to speak of, as the leading part of the 
work is confined to tested territory, where fair 
results are being obtained. In the Illinois 
section, where wildcat work should be at its 
height, there is practically nothing doing in 
that line, and the average oil man appears to 
be well satisfied td drill up his tested leases 
before branching out too much, 

In the West Virginia field during May there 
were 115 wells drilled, of which 20 were either 
dry holes or gas wells, the balance having a 
daily production of 3,310 barrels, looked upon 
as the new added geettled production brought 
in during the month.

Gulf Coast Petroleum Market De- 
moralized, 

Demoralization characterizes 
petroleum market, the steady 
values for crude during the last 
having reached a climatic point in the an- 
nouncement of the principal pipe line com- 
panies that they had withdrawn quotations on 
credit balances, signifying that they were out 
of the market for further supplies of crude. 
Refining concerns are reported equally indif- 
ferent to operating. This sensational devel- 
opment was hastened by the successful ex- 
ploration of two new fields in Texas, one at 
Goose Creek, near La Porte, Harris county, 
and the other near Markham, in Matagorda 
county. The initial well at Goose Creek came 
in at the rate of 30 to 35 barrels an hour, but 
a later report credited its capacity at about 
1,000 barrels a day. The completion which 
opened the Markham field was of more prolific 
resources, some statements placing the out- 
put as high as 4,000 barrels a day. The Guif 
coast production for May is placed at 1,395,200 
barrels, 828,800 from Southeast Texas and 566,- 
100 from Louisiana. The Jennings field re- 
mained well in the lead, having contributed 
505,000 barrels to the Louisiana total. April 
Statistics were 896,300 barrels for Southeast 
Texas and 579,300 barrels for Louisiana, a 
total of 1,475,600 barrels. The movement and 
consumption of crude during May aggregated 
1,026,266 barrels, against 905,143 barrels for 
April. In field operations, completions indi- 
cated a moderate gain, numbering 79, against 
74 as previously noted, and there was an in- 
crease of about 6,000 barrels in the daily new 
production, despite the fact that the May pro- 
ducing wells fell short by one of the April 
record. The Humble field led in activity last 
month, 33 wells having been drilled, of which 
20 yielded a new daily production of 3,370 
barrels. Jennings completions numbered 18, 
of which six were dry. The new daily pro- 
duction reached 20,375 barrels. The following

Shippers of Naphtha Soap Not 
Liable. 


ACTION FOR DAMAGES 
PLOSION ON VESSEL CARRYING ONE 
THOUSAND BOXES DISMISSED. 


Judge Adams, of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, has dismissed the suit in ad- 
miralty brought by the International Mer- 
cantile Marine Company against Joseph 
Fels and Samuel 8S. Fels, soap manufac- 
turers under the name of Fels & Co., of 
Philadelphia, for $100,000 damages, alleged 
to have been sustained by an explosion 
cn the American steamship Haverford, at 
Liverpool, England, on June 14, 1906, 
whereby thirteen men were killed and a 
number of others seriously injured and 
the vessel badly damaged. A shipment of 
1,000 boxes of Fels naphtha soap, weigh- 
ing 90,000 pounds, had been made from 
Philadelphia on the vessel, being stored in 
the bold with barrels of lubricating and 
paraffin wax, and the International Mer- 
cantile Marine Company, which owned the 
Haverford, sought to place the respon- 
sibility for the explosion upon the ship- 
pers by reason of the common law liabil- 
ity, as well as through an expressed liabil- 
ity arising out of an agreement of as- 
sumption of risk for any loss or damage 
caused by infiammable, explosive or dan- 
gerous goods shipped without full dis- 
closure of their nature. The defendants 
relied to a considerable extent upon the 
plea of contributory negligence by the 
libellant in being fully aware of the char- 
acter of the shipment made by Fels & 
Co, and in failing to take the proper pre- 
cautions in storing the soap so as to min- 
imize the possibility of danger. In its 
ruling the court supports the contention 
on the part of the defense, making it the 
basis for its dismissal of the action. The 
following is the material part of the opin- 
ion on this question:—

“Prior to the explosion on the Haverford no 
fire or explosion was ever known to have been 
caused by the soap, although it had for many 
years been shipped, stored, handled and used 
by the manufacturer, carrier, warehouseman, 


jobber, retail dealer and consumers under a 
great variety of conditions. 

“The libellant had in fact knowledge that 
the commodity it was handling was naphtha 
from its very strong smell The Liverpool 
agents of the line advised their correspond- 
ents in Philadelphia not to stow the soap

The consuming demand for chem- 
icals, generally, has shown no per- 
ceptible improvement during the in- 


terval and the market presents the 
same quiet appearance that has existed 
during the past few weeks. It is hoped 
that the resumption of activity in the 
East and the recent reductions in the 
prices of steel in the West will stimu- 
late trade in these sections and that 
eventually the improvement will ex- 


tend to other sections. At the mo- 
ment, however, neither the textile nor 
the iron and steel industries are over 
supplying the chemical market with 
orders, The paper and soap makers 
are only ‘buying chemicals from hand 
to mouth, while the glass producers’ 


season is drawing rapidly to a close. 
The demand for jobbing quantities is 
said to show improvement when com- 
pared to that of a few weeks ago, but 
there appears to be little prospect of 
any prolonged buying movement until 
outside trade conditions show a dispo- 


sition to return to normal activity. In 
reviewing the market for the week, 
price changes included a slight ad- 
vance in manufacturer’s prices of 


muriatic acid, Chloride of barium is a 
shade firmer owing to small available 
supplies. Nitrate of lead is fractional- 
ly lower in a dull and uninteresting 
market, Arsenic has again established 
a new low price for the season in a 
market that was void of any particular 
feature. A detailed market report of 
all the ‘principal chemicals is given be- 
low, also the Liverpool, London and 
Antwerp chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
market has remained steady at the re- 
cent reduction with a somewhat better 
demand reported. Withdrawals on out- 
standing contracts are up to season- 
able expectations and manufacturers 
hope the recent reduction will have the 
proper effect on new business. Spot 
goods are held on the basis of lic. for 
bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f. o. b. works, and 
an advance of .20c. all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less the usual 
discount , terms.

CAUSTIC SODA.—Regular contract 
deliveries are passing quietly into con- 
suming channels and these combined 
with a light jobbing movement have 
constituted the bulk of the week’s busi- 
ness. Trade conditions are practically 
unchanged. Sales are conducted on 
the basis of 1.75@1.80c. and .10c. higher 
for 60 per cent. f. 0. b. works, as to 
quantity and terms of sale. Powdered 
is quoted at 2%@3c., as to test, quan- 
tity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Trading is limited and 
the market has assumed a quiet atti- 

- tude. Withdrawals on contracts are 
gradually decreasing and the active 
season is close to its end. Prices are 
stationary on the basis of .40@.42c., ac- 
cording to quantity and terms of gale. 

SAL SODA.—The situation remains 
about the same as last reported. Mod- 
erate transactions for prompt and 
nearby requirements have been freer 
than formerly, while the demand for 
regular contract shipments has been 
sufficient to prevent any material ac- 
cumulations in first hands. Prices show 
no deviation from the basis of .60c. and 
up f. o. b. for barrels, less the usual 
discount terms, Spot lots of concen- 
trated are available on the basis of 
1%c. and up, according to. quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—A fair business is re- 
ported in moderate lots, but there con- 
tinues to be an absence of heavy trans- 
actions. Withdrawals on old contracts 
are seasonably heavy and the market 
presents a steady appearance with val- 
ues unchanged. Light 58 per cent. in 
bags is quoted at 77%c. in car lots, and 
less than car lots up to 92%c., on the 
basis of 48 per cent.

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the formal proceedings of his committee 
appears, however, to have been quite gen- 
erally misunderstood, if not purposely 
misconstrued. Certain newspapers op- 
posed to the principle of protection in any 
form have declared that the chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee has 
“thrown off the mask’’ and that the pass- 
age of the recess resolutions was ‘only 
a bluff.” In a statement made at his 
home in Auburn, N. Y., to which he has 
just returned, Mr. Payne sharply chal- 
lenges these publications and declares that 
the tariff will be revised in the near fu- 
ture. In this connection he says:— 

“IT see that some of the papers claim that 
this whole business is a subterfuge, and that 
no tariff revision is contemplated. Exactly the 
opposite is the truth. As surely as the next 
administration is Republican the preparation 
of a bill will be undertaken by the commit- 
tee very soon after the election, with the 
view of a special session of Congress to enact 
it into law. 

“One of the most important reasons for a 
new tariff is the fact that our strongest com- 
petitor, Germany, as well as France and 
other countries, have adopted a maximum and 
minimum rate, their minimum rate is a pro- 
tective one to their industries. The maxi- 
mum rate is often prohibitive. In order to 
meet them on this ground it is necessary that 
we provide a tariff with a maximum and 
minimum rate in order that we may have a 
chance for reciprocal trade and get the ad- 
= of their minimum rates of tariff 
duty.”’ 

It is further announced that Mr. Payne 
has secured offices in the Federal build- 
ing at Auburn for a staff of experts, who 
will immediately begin the work of pre- 
paring a revised classification of imported 
goods to be used as the basis of the new 
tariff. This is a departure the importance 
of which has been impressed upon every 
one who has had occasion to deal in de- 
tail with any of the schedules of the tariff 
laws enacted during the past twenty 
years. Since the tariff act of 1883 the 
framers of the revenue laws have made 
every possible effort to adhere to old 
classifications and have but grudgingly 
recognized industrial progress by the ad- 
dition of new categories. An important 
consideration has governed them in this, 
for it is obvious that it is desirable that 
statistical statements, appraisers’ classi- 
fications and court decisions under the 
various laws should be closely compar- 
able. For this reason the language of 
existing statutes has been followed when- 
ever pcssible and in many cases to good 
advantage. It is perfectly clear, how- 
ever, that the industrial progress of the 
past two decades has rendered many old 
classifications entirely obsolete and it is 
a well known fact that the failure of the 
Dingley act to specify a large number 
of articles of imported merchandise 
known to the various trades long before 
1897, has resulted in endless litigation and 
in many cases has cost the government 
large amounts of revenue. Goods which 
are not specified in the tariff and which 
cannot be classified under _ so-called 
“basket clauses,’’ or by the principle of 
similitude, are rendered dutiable by the 
Dingley act under section 6, which pro- 
vides a merely nominal rate of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem on ‘“‘unenumerated un- 
manufactured” articles and of but 20 per 
cent. on ‘“tunenumerated manufactured” 
articles. Inasmuch as the average ad 
valorem rate of the Dingley act fs ap- 
proximately 47 per cent., it is obvious that 
the failure to enumerate articles which 
may be imported from time to time is a 
very costly proceeding from the revenue 
standpoint. 

A carefully revised classification for the 
next tariff act is necessary from another 
point of view, namely, the diversification 
of importations, which has far outstripped 
the nomenclature of the existing law. On 
this account the statistics, laboriously 
gathered at the various ports of entry 
and compiled by the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, are in many cases absolutely value- 
less either to importer or to competing 
domestic manufacturers. A comparison of 
the Dingley act with the new German 
tariff graphically illustrates this _ point. 
Under nearly every general classification 
the German schedules supply from three 
to twenty “brackets,’’ each of which de- 
scribes more or less minutely an item 
included in the general classification. 
The customs returns follow these sched- 
ules closely and the periodical statistical 
bulletins reproduce them in turn, so that 
it is possible at any time to ascertain 
the exact amount of the importations for 
any given period of any particular item. 
Such statistics are of great value to the 
business community and both importers 
end domestic manufacturers will be glad 
to learn that the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has become aroused to the neces- 
sity of elaborating and bringing up to 
date the imperfect and altogether anti- 
quated classification of the Dingley law.

Another task to which the experts of 
the Ways and Means Committee aré pre- 
paring to address themselves in the draft- 
ing of comparative schedules for the pur- 
pose of showing the relation of the rates 
of the Dingley act to tha cost of the ar- 
ticles covered thereby, both at the time 
the law was passed and at the present 
date. An important feature of the Ding- 
ley law was the transformation of a large 
number of ad valorem rates of the Wil- 
son act into specific rates, the object be- 
ing to prevent the undervaluation of im- 
portations and the consequent reduction 
in revenue. Theoretically, the ad valorem 
principle of tariff duties is ideal, especi- 
ally in that the rates readjust themselves 
automatically to increases or decreases 
in foreign market price or cost of produc- 
tion, but experience under the Wilson act, 
in which many specific rates of the Mc- 
Kinley law were transformed into ad va- 
lorems, was so disastrous that Democratic 
Secretaries of the Treasury were among 
the strongest advocates of a return to a 
specific duty basis. An investigation made 
under the authority of the Treasury De- 
partment demonstrated beyond question 
that reputable importers were driven out 
of certain lines of business because of 
the wholesale undervaluations of unscru- 
pulous competitors. 

With a revision of the Dingley act in 
prospect, however, it is necessary to 
transform all the specific rates of the ex- 
isting law into ad valorem rates as of the 
date of 1897 and as of the present date. 
It may be assumed that, all other things 
being equal, where the foreign market 
value and domestic cost of production of 
an article have declined materially, so 
that the existing rate of duty is a much 
greater ad valorem to-day than it was 
when the Dingley act was passed, such 
rate will be subject to reduction; pro- 
vided, of course, that present conditions 
promise to be reasonably permanent. In 
the case of articles now paying ad _ va- 
lorem rates, or compound rates in which 
the ad valorem factor predominates, there 
would be no necessity on this score of 
making a change in existing rates. 

It will be noted that Mr. Payne states 
that the new tariff will be formulated on 
a maximum and minimum or dual basis, 
which has been pursued in the case of 
Germany, France, Russia and other im- 
portant commercial countries. This inno- 
vation has already been foreshadowed in 
this correspondence. It is clearly under- 
stood, however, that the minimum tariff 
will afford as much protection to Ameri- 
can industries as the Republican leaders 
believe they should enjoy under any cir- 
cumstances, and the method pursued in 
the preparation of the twin schedules will 
be to fix the minimum rates as if an inde- 
pendent, single-column tariff were in 
course of preparation and subsequently 
to prepare the maximum schedule by add- 
ing to these rates from 20 to — cent., 
except in the case of a few articles which 
are not produced in the United States and 
which do not offer opportunities for ne- 
gotiating advantageous reciprocal trade 
agreements with foreign countries, 

Recent developments make it clear that 
the forthcoming revision of the tariff 
must be along revenue lines and with a 
view to a decided increase in the national 
income. The present condition of the 
treasury is such as to cause the adminis- 
tration very serious concern for the fu- 
ture and the great problem before those 
who ui dertake to revise the Dingley act 
will be how to secure an increased cus- 
toms revenue without stimulating impor- 
tations to a point that would threaten the 
prosperity of domestic industries. The to- 
tal receipts from all sources for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1907, up to this 
date have been approximately $70,000,000, 
as compared with $625,000,000 in 1907, or a 
decline of about $55,000,000. In the same 
length of time the expenditures have in- 
creased from $560,000,000 to $630,000,000, or 
a gain of about $70,000,000. One year ago 
there was a surplus for the then current 
fiscal year of $68,000,000, while to-day there 
is a deficit of $65,000,000, or a difference 
against the present year of no less than 
$133,000,000. o such reversal of conditions 
has occurred in any two consecutive fiscal 
years since the McKinley act was placed 
on the statute books in 189, and it goes 
without saying that unless remedial rev- 
enue legislation is enacted in the near 
future the present cash balance will soon 
be exhausted. 

It would not be surprising, in view of 
the big deficit now in sight, should the 
next revision of the revenue laws include 
important changes in internal taxes made 
with a view to permanency. The most 
probable course is the reimposition of cer- 
tain documentary stamp taxes which are 
widely distributed and easily collected and 
which bear but lightly on the people after 
they have become accustomed to the 
change. The minority in Congress has 
already fixed upon a graduated income 
tax as a proposition that will be urged 
in lieu of documentary stamp taxes and 


to meet the argument that reductions in 
tariff duties, and especially the transfer 
of certain articles to the free list, may 
decrease the revenue below the danger 
point.

Another Test Case Under Pure 
Food and Drugs Act. 


FEDERAL AUTHORITIES HAVE _INSTI- 
TUTED PROCEEDINGS TO DETERMINE 
VALIDITY. OF SECTION 8, CONCDRN- 
ING THE MISBRANDING OF CER- 
TAIN DRUGS UNDER CER- 

TAIN CONDITIONS.

The Federal authorities have instituted 
another test case under the national pure 
food and drug law, the effect of which 
will be to determine the scope and va- 
lidity of that provision of Section 8 which 
makes it a “misbranding’’ of a drug if 
the package fails to bear a statement on 
the label concerning the presence of cer- 
tain narcotics and other drugs enumerated 
in the law. Roach Abell, a druggist of 
529 Four and a Half street, this city, has 
been arrested on a warrant charging him 
with having sold to Andrew Martin co- 
eaine hydrochloride without properly la- 
beling the package. Abell was released on 
a bond for $500 conditioned upon his ap- 
pearance in court on the 16th instant to 
answer the charges set out in the war- 
rant, which was sworn to by by Dr. L. F. 
Kebler, of the Bureau of Chemistry, De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

An interesting feature of this case is 
the fact that the Federal statute has 
been invoked as an auxiliary to the Dis- 
trict Pharmacy Law, passed by Congress 
at about the time the National Pure Food 
and Drug Law was enacted. Inasmuch 
as the District law closely resembles the 
statute in force in several of the States, 
the final disposition of the pending case 
will be followed with interest in all parts 
of the country. 

A warrant for the arrest of Abell on the 
charge of nev'as violated that ok Spe 
of the District Pharmacy Law which pro- 
hibits the sale of cocaine was issued upon 
the application of the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney and the druggist was re- 
quired to give bond in the sum of $200 for 
his appearance at the hearing. Instead 
of standing trial in this case, however, 
Abell forfeited collateral. The authori- 
ties might have ordered his rearrest had 
it been desired to push the case under 
the pharmacy law, but as it, was decided 
to make a test case under the Federal 
law, a new warrant was sworn out on the 
complaint of Dr. Kebler, and the druggist 
will be prosecuted under Section 8 of the 
act of June 30, 1906, which is in part as 
follows:— 


“That for the purpose of this act an article 
shall also be deemed to be misbranded:— 

“In case of drugs— 

“First. If it be an imitation of or offered 
for sale under the name of another article. 

“Second. If the contents of the package as 
originally put up shall have been removed, in 
whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package, or if the package 
fail to bear a statement on the label of the 
quantity or proportion of any alcohol, mor- 


phine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta 
eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral 
hydrate, or acetanilide, or any derivative or 


preparation of any such substances contained 
therein.”’ 


The drug sold by Abell in this case is 
claimed by the authorities to be the fa- 
miliar cocaine ‘“‘snuffs’’ to prevent the 
traffic in which was one of the principal 
objects of the passage of the District 
Pharmacy Law. It may be assumed in 
view of the contentions made in the Har- 
per case, that the authorities will dis- 
claim that this is a ‘‘test case,’’ but since 
no similar case has yet been brought un- 
der the Federal law, it is obvious that it 
is correctly so denominated. The object 
of the officials in asserting that the Har- 
per case was not a test case was to weak- 
en the plea of counsel for the defendant 
for the imposition of a nominal fine on 
the ground that the scope and validity of 
the new statute had not been established 
at Es time the alleged offense was com- 
mitted.

During the pe- 
riod closed business has developed 
along conservative lines, foremost 
among the features of interest being 
the display of strength by gambier, 
which has firmed up after the weak 
session apparent toward the end of the 
last interval. Antimony salt and al- 
bumen were both a trifle irregular ow- 
ing to the sluggish movement. The 
tin products held steady and dextrines 
were strong by virtue of the prevail- 
the products. 


ing high rates for raw 
Myrobolans and nutgalls were firm but 
featureless and sumac was a shade 


higher on spot and steady for ship- 
ment. Starch values were maintained 
despite the reduced demand by the 
stift grain market. Turmeric held to 
the old figures and other items con- 
tributed nothing of additional interest. 

ALBUMEN.—Egg' albumen prices 
have proved more or less irregular in 
the sales lately recorded. The volume 
of business is still quite limited and 
this with the liberal stocks and the 
anxiety of some holders to dispose of 
their holdings has encouraged price 
cutting. The general asking price 
on spot is 55@70c., according to quan- 
tity and quality. Blood -albumen is 
dull and contributes nothing of news 
interest, quoting at 20@22c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
market throughout has ruled flat, the 
distribution of contract material de- 
manding most of sellers’ attention. 
Lower quotations on lots in second 
hands have had a slightly disturbing 
influence but otherwise conditions are 
unchanged. Rates current are 10@ 
10.10c. for salt and 114@l2c. for oil. 

ANTIMONY SALT. — Orders for 
prompt delivery continue to come in in 
fair volume, but rarely involve sub- 
stantial lots. Quotations for the basic 
metal are purely nominal, and the same 
ean be said of salt which is held at 
the following levels:—l17@1li'ec. for 75 
per cent., 144%@lic. for 65 per cent. and 
12@13c, for 47 per cent. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN—Has ruled 
steady, the demand for small lots and 
light withdrawals on contract portray- 
sentiment 


ing the prevailing among 
buyers. No important developments 
have been recorded during the inter- 


val, and values rest at the levels last 
quoted, with 9c. asking for fifty de- 
grees, and 9c. for fifty-five. 

BICHROMATES.—Though the move- 
ment is by no means seasonable, it is 
gradually assuming larger proportions, 
and judging from the amount of in- 
quiry prevalent bids fair to show a 
steady increase. Values have not been 
disturbed during the interval, quoting 
at 7%@7%c. for soda, and 85%@9c. for 
potash. 

COCHINEAL.—A slow inquiry exists 
for cochineal. Sales continue exceeding- 
ly backward and quotations are rather 
uncertain, owing to the absence of im- 
portant transactions. We can repeat 
as nominal last week's figures of 43@ 
44c, for Teneriffe ‘silver, 41@42c. for 
black and 42@48c. for gray black, ac- 
cording to seller and amount, 

CUTCH.—A comparatively light busi- 
ness has been done, there being no dis- 
position to buy more than the merest 
actual requirements, however tempting 
the price may be. We quote as here- 
with:—44,@5c. for mat cutch, 4%@5b'ec. 
for boxes and 7%@9%c,. for slabs. The 
shipments from Rangoon from Jan. 1 
to May 25 to all parts were 3.050 tons, 
against 4,150 tons in 1907, and 2,100 tons 
in 1906. 

DEXTRINE.—Values have a 
firm tendency, mainly due to the 
strength displayed by the raw prod- 
ucts. The grain market is still un- 
der control of powerful interests which 
in the face of the conservative buy- 
ing policy practiced by consumers, has 
had a _ sustaining influence on corn 
dextrine. Potato dextrine prices are 
supported by the firm ideas of sellers 
and the fact that the manufactur- 
ing season is closed and demand 
will from now on have to be satisfied 
from holder’s stocks, The various 
grades are quoted on the former basis 
of $3.04@3.20 per hundred pounds for 
corn and $3.20@3.45 for British gum. 
Domestic potato is held at 5@6c. and 
imported at 6@7c. per pound. 

GAMBIER.—Contrary to general ex- 
pectations the market reacted early in 
the week, the weakness apparent to- 
ward the end of the preceding period 
having disappeared. with the renewed 
buying and further inquiry by con- 
sumers. Dock stuff is understood to 
be well cleaned up, and is nominally 
quoted at 44%c. A substantial quantity 
might be sold out of store at 45¢c., with

the ruling quotation at 4%c. Some 
sales are reported from the Ray Castle, 
carrying 250 tons, which is due about 
the 20th of June, stopping first at Bos- 
ton. The Tudor Prince is due for ar- 
rival July 1 with 425 tons, and while 
a good portion of this is reported un- 
sold, it is expected it will be well taken 
up before she is docked at this port. 
June shipment is named at 4%c. We 
have the following mail advices on the 
London situation:— 

A considerable business, amounting to about 
600 tons, has again been done this week for 
arrival, principally to the United States, at 
advancing prices, viz., 17s. 0d. up to 18s. 1%d. 
per ewt. c. i. f. terms for June-July shipment. 
On the spot not much movement, and price 
remains nominally 19s. 6d. per cwt. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
market for hyposulphite of soda re- 
mains firm, but with only a quiet de- 
mand experienced and holders still 
quoting the former prices for both 
brands. American in barrels is named 
at $1.40@1.55 per cent. and $1.55@1.65 
in kegs. German in casks is held at 
$1.85@2 and in kegs at $2@2.25 per cwt. 

INDIGO.—With a further slight im- 
provement in consumption, prices have 
displayed additional firmness. No 
change has been recorded in the list, 
however, the various grades quoting 
as follows:—Bengal, low grade, 55@65c.; 
Bengal, medium, 624%@75c.; high, 774%@ 
90c.; Kurpahs, 50@60c.; Guatemala, 35 
@i70c.; Manila, 45@50c.; Madras, 45@ 
50c. A letter just received from Cal- 
cutta contains the accompanying in- 
formation:— 

Since the January sales there has been a 
quiet but steady market, and a regular if 
somewhat small business has gone through at 
full rates. There has been a complete absence 
of American demand, and export orders alt>- 
gether have been unusually meagre. The very 
unsettled state of the woolen market has had 
a disturbing effect on the dyeing trade, but 
cotton dyers keep moderately well employe 
As some consuming centres hardly operated 
at all in Calcutta during the season just 
closed, a larger trade should be done from 
this country during the year. 

Prices were well maintained in Calcutta, 
especially for the better qualities. Ordinary 
and medium grades are more plentiful this 
year, and the relative values are now on a 
more normal scale than last year. 

MYROBOLANS.—The situation has 
been quite devoid of feature during the 
interval. The rates of $25@31 per ton 
as set out last week continue in ef- 
fect and deliveries have largely rep- 
resented the contract movement. Pri- 
mary markets report a dormant state 
of affairs, especially with reference to 
common, and stocks and supplies are 
said to be moderate. 

NUTGALLS—Continue in slow re- 
quest, sales being principally of a re- 
tail or jobbing character. Chinas are 
most inquired for, holders asking 13% 
@l4c. Blue Aleppos at 154%@l7c. are 
the subject of little consuming inter- 
est. Spot supplies are fully adequate 
for current demands. 

PRUBSSIATES.—While there has been 
no substantial improvement in the sit- 
uation a fairly even demand continues 
and buyers seem more disposed to in- 
crease the size of their orders. Yellow 
prussiate of potash is now obtainable 
at 14%@l5c. and red at 33@34c. Soda 
is held at 8%@9c., depending on 
amount and terms of sale. 

SAGO FLOUR.—The tone for spot 
parcels remains dull, with sellers ask- 
ing the full rates of $1.90@2 per cwt. 
The English market is also described 
as steady and unchanged at 8s. 7%d.@ 
8s. 10144d. ex-store, as to quantity and 
quality. Imports, deliveries and stock 
of sago flour in London for the past

STARCH.—Ordinarily, with such high 
prices as now prevail in the corn mar- 
ket, an advance in starch would be 
quite reasonable, though none has been 
effected. This is attributed by some 
observers to the entrance into the field 
of a new competitive factor. The grain 
market shows unabated strength, and 
until further developments in that 
quarter no figurative change is expect- 
ed. According to package, quotations 
are set out as _  follows:—Powdered 
starch in bags, at $2.30 per 100 Ibs.; in 
bbls., $2.46 per 100 Ibs.; pearl starch in 
bags, at $2.25 per 100 Ibs.; in bbls., $2.41 
per 100 lbs.; thin boiling starch, in bags, 
at $2.60 per 100 Ibs.; in bbls., $2.76 per 
100 Ibs. Potato, wheat and rice are 
featureless and are named at the for- 
mer levels of 3%@4c., 64%@7c., and 4%*@ 
5e., respectively. 

SUMAC.—Reports from some of the 
local contingent give the market a 
firmer tendency both on the spot and 
for shipment, while others describe the 
situation as being without material 
change. Last week’s shipment prices, 
however, are considered fairly repre- 
sentative at $61@62 for 29 per cent. 
tannic acid test; $60@61 for 28 per cent., 
and $58@59 for 27 per cent. Absence 
of a spot demand gives a tone of un- 
certainty to New York quotations, but 
nominal figures are submitted as fol- 
lows :—$67@69 per ton for 29 per cent.; 
$65@67 for 28 per cent., and $63@65 for 
27 per cent. The steamer Montibello, 
due for arrival this month, carries 
some 28 per cent., which offers at a 
shade under $65. Liverpool states 
that:—“Buyers continue to operate 
very sparingly in spot parcels of 
Palermo, but the market continues 
steady in the absence of pressure to 
sell, and the quotation is maintained at 
7s.@13s. per cwt., according to qual- 
ity.”’ 

TARTAR EMETIC.—The market is 
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lacking in interesting features, deliv- 
eries continuing in a more or less rou- 
tine manner at the prices listed last 
week. Single and odd keg lots are 
quoted up to 26c. and round lots can be 
done at 23%c. 

TURMERIC.—The spot market is 
quiet with very little disposition on the 
part of buyers and sellers to operate. 
Values are firm at the old levels, how- 
ever, quoting as herewith:—5%@éc. for 
Madras, 4%@5c. for Aleppy; Pubna, 4@ 
4%c.; China, 34%@4c., and Cochin bulbs, 
3@3%c. Madras and Bengal are re- 
ported quiet and unchanged at London 
and Cochin split bulbs have sold at 13s. 
@13s, 6d.; rough to fair split, same, 
and bright, washed and sliced at 13s. 
per cwt. Calcutta advices describe the 
situation as quieter, prices showing a 
slightly easier tendency, especially for 
Madras, owing to a restricted call from 
Europe ang America. Stocks are mod- 
erate and supplies coming in slowly. 

ZINC DUST.—Demand in this branch 
of the trade continues on the low side, 
both as regards contract and miscel- 
laneous trade. The old figures are still 
in effect, however, at 54@5'éc., accord- 
ing to seller and quantity.

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Mid-Continent. Petroleum Develop- 
ments. 


Independence, Kan., June 9, 1908. 


The story of the bringing in of a 1,400-barrel 
well in section 6-14-18, Muskogee fleld, by Wil- 
son & Isherwood, has caueed a great deal of 
comment. This was a wildcat well, a mile and 
a half northwest of the pool and of the dis- 
covery well. So many wells have been drilled 
in an effort to find the outlet to the Muskogee 
pool that ofl men had about despaired of find- 
ing it. M. S. Isherwood, formerly of Bradford, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and Marietta, Ohio, se- 
cured a lease of the ‘‘Chicken Park’’ farm, and 
made a deal with Mr. Wilson to drill a well 
on it for a half interest. When the well was 
down about 1,300 feet Mr. Isherwood tried to 
sell part of his interest in order to realize a 
little needed cash. He offered a quarter inter- 
est for $300, but could not find a buyer. Then 
he met Tad Reese, of this city, in Tulsa, and 
at dinner Isherwood made his offer to Reese, 
and the latter accepted. An hour later a mes- 
sage came announcing that the well had come 
in a 100-barreler. Then it was drilled down 
to a lower pay and started off by putting 1,400 
barrels in the tanks the first twenty-four hours. 
The well is an important one, and may mean 
@ great deal to the Muskogee pool. There 
will yet be much oil produced at this point, the 
product being highest grade found in this field. 

Independence is to have two big gas com- 
pressor plants instead of one. The largest of 
the two will be erected by the Kansas Natural 
Gas Company on the Grabham farm south of 
this city at an expense of $500,000 and will 
be used to force gas to Kansas City and Joplin, 
Mo. The smaller one will be erected by the 
Wichita Gae Company, another of the Barns- 
dall affiliated companies, on the Jackson farm, 
south of this city, at a cost of $200,000 and 
will be used to force gas from this county 
to Wichita and intermediate points. Work has 
started on the first and is pretty well along 
and will start on the other in a few days, all 
the material having been ordered. The con- 
struction of the Grabham farm station will be 
under the supervision of a young engineer 
named Pierson, of New York. 

There is no prospect of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company getting its pipe line from Caney 
to Nowata or Coody’s Bluff built for some time, 
probably not this summer. In the meantime 
there is a production of about 20,000 barrels 
a day which cannot be taken care of. It is 
significant that the government is causing 
investigation of the Standard Oil Company on 
alleged technicalities which do not materially 
affect the people, while this great organization 
is being looked to by producers of oil as their 
only agency for disposal of their product, while 
the government, local and national, stands in 
the way of that sought relief being rendered. 
In Illinois ofl properties are bringing enormous 
sums because of the fact that there is a mar- 
ket for the oil. There the government cannot 
interfere with pipe line laying. Here with the 
government holding up the construction of pipe 
lines the ofl cannot be @old and there is no 
market for the product. What seems to be 
needed now is an investigation of the gov- 
ernment. 

Sharp & Mock have closed a deal with E. <. 
Hinshaw, C. W. Haymes, Dan Monyham, W. 
R. Barnes and W. H. Cowna, of Cleveland, for 
the drilling of a well on the Haymes land, just 
a mile south of the Meadows farm, where a 
goes showing of oi] was found south of Cleve- 
and. 

Last Friday Crimins & Armstrong drilled 
in a 600-barrel well on the Brady allotment 
in 19-20-13, four miles north of Tulsa, in the 
lower Cherokee. It is the first well on that 
land and opens up a considerable stretch of 
territory te possible oil development. 

The production of the Bald Hill district is 
now estimated to be about 30,000 barrels a day. 
There are twenty-five producing wells. This 
is a good record for a field that has been so 
uncertain as this one and where so much lack 


of faith on the part of the fraternity was dis- 
played, 

The Cimerion Oil Company has been incor- 

rated at Cleveland for the purpose of drill- 
ng on the Hamilton land in 24-20-8, south of 
Cleveland, in wildcat territory. 

The deep sand poo! south of the Glenn prom- 
ises to be one of the largest pools in this field. 
Already wells have been drilled showing that 
the sand is regular for a distance of several] 
miles north and south, and the variation is so 
slight that great hopes are based on it. Leases 
are being taken as far south as Henrietta, 

The well drilled by the Tiger Oil Company 
and Independence men on the Berryhill land, in 
10-12-12, south of Okmulgee, developed 8,000,- 
000 feet of gas at 1,830 leet, and a small show- 
ing of oil. Drilling was stopped just as salt 
water was developing. 

There are prospects of some renewal of drill- 





ing in the old Cleveland pool this summer. The 
Melarky well, on the McClure farm, in 17-21-8, 
was good for 100 barrels, and this fact has 
encouraged the idea of more drilling. The 


Tex.-I.-Kan. Oil Company has located a well 
on the Annett farm, and the Minnetonka Oil 
Company will drill on the Anderson. These 
two companies have not been drilling for sev- 
eral months. 

In tke old Mcrris pool, Creek Nation, A. 
Rebold is completing his first venture on the 
Kubend land, in 26-13-14. At 1,620 feet there 
was a showing of oil, but drilling was con- 
tinued to 2,000 feet, with no oil or gas. It 
was shot at 1,620 in the hope of making a pro- 
ducer of it. The Hill Oil Company, on the 
Hill, in 34-13-14, started off at 400 barrels, but 
settled down at once to 100 barrels steady flow. 
The Gypsy Oil Company, in section 35, shot 
its well at 1,900 feet and nas a fifty-barrel 
producer. 

In the Coody’s Bluff district and westward, 
connecting up with the Delaware po»!, there 
are some good wells. Percy McConnell’s Plant- 
ers’ Oil Company drilled in its No. 6 on the 
Hobbs land, in 36-17-16, for 75 barrels nat- 
ural. Gunsburg & Foreman’s No. 3, on the 
Hale, started off at 200 barrels. 

It is reported that conditions are favorable 
for securing a natural gas franchise in St. 
Louis. The matter is before the Council now, 
Kansas and Eastern men being back of it. If 
a franchise is granted a pipe line will be 
laid from here to St. Louis at once. 

The Mabel Oil Company has its third well 
in on the DeSteiguer lease in the Bald Hill 
district, 5-14-14, and has a fine producer. It 
starts off at 250 barrels natural. This is one 
of W. E. Roeser’s leases. He has been one 
= the most successful in the Bald Hill dis- 
trict. 

The Midland Oil Company has its initial well 
on the Arthur Palmer land, 18-21-13, Skiatook 
district of the Cherokee, in for a 40-barrel 
natural well. Some excellent wells are being 
found around Skiatook. 

The Vicmar Oil ‘Company's No. 2 on the Carl 
Berryhill lease in 29-17-12, Glenn pool, came 
in for 190 barrels natural the first 24 hours. 

Dr. Weber has drilled in another well on 
the Hufstetter lease. Harmon Oil Company, 
and it did 1,500 barrels the first 24 hours 
after being shot.

Casey land and have a 45-barrel producer. 
It is quite surprising the number of new 
leases which continue to be developed in the 
shallow sand district, where it seemed a 
long time ago everything had been drilled 
up. 





(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 
Barbourville, Ky., June 10, 1908. 


There is a general dullness in the Kentucky 
oil developments outside the Wayne county 
districts. Work is not being renewed on as 
large a scale as conditions would seem to 
justify. At this season, when the mountain 
highways have dried up after the spring rains, 
it was believed drilling would undergo a con- 
siderable expansion, but as yet a general re- 
vival of operations has not materialized. In 
a number of districts good inducements are 
held out for further developments, as work 
in the past has given evidences of prolific 
fields outside the area which has been the cen- 
ter of developments heretofore, but each ope- 
rator seems to be waiting for the other to 
take the lead. Much territory is held under 
lease, the operators playing a waiting game in 
most instances. Oil prices do not offer any 
special inducement for wildcatting in untried 
fields, and a little boost in prices might in- 
duce the planting of rigs in new sections. 

Wayne county shows some good completions 
the past week, but the record is somewhat 
marred by the appearance of dusters in a sec- 
tion which was looked upon as good. The 
Slickford field contributed a brace of dusters 
early in the week. Both were outside the 
defined area, but in spots which lined, or 
seemed to line up pretty well with producing 
areas. The Parmleysville district contributed 
a forty-barreler to local operators, the strike 
being above the average of recent weeks and 
having the appearance of an ‘‘old-timer.”” This 
district has turned out many good wells in 
the past, some doing as high as 100 barrels 
daily. Two light oilers, doing five barrels 
each, were drilled at Stubensville. The average 
of new wells in this district has greatly de- 
clined, due, doubtless, to the thorough punc- 
turing of the field in many directions, and to 
the scarcity of locations for new work. Work 
outside defined areas has been successful in a 
few instances. 

The only field outside Wayne county in 
which it can be stated that developments are 
anything like interesting is Wolfe county. 
While attracting little attention, that field 
makes a healthy average production, and the 
drilling of new wells at pretty regular inter- 
vals keeps the production to normal figures 
and stimulates interest. One oiler, the only 
strike of the past week, shows up as a 
twenty-five-barreler. Half a dozen rigs are 
now at work, all within defined areas. 

In the developed fields of Bath-Rowan, Knox, 
Whitley, Clinton, Cumberland and_ Estill 
counties the oily development industry is at 








low ebb this week. No strikes are reported 
from any of these flelds, and in Clinton, Cum- 
berland and Estill no new work is being at- 
tempted. Rigs are up in Bath and Whitley 
counties. 

The oil market is firm, the Standard’s quo- 
tations of $1 and 75 cents on the two grades of 
Kentucky oil remaining as formerly. The In- 
dian Refining Company quotes $1.03 on oil in 
the two districts where it makes purchases. 

Tennessee no longer figures in oil production, 
= — is little prospect of a resunsption of 
activity.

Slight Gain in Lima Petroleum Re- 
sults. 


Lima, O., June 11, 1908. 


A review of operations in the Lima petroleum 
fields comprising Indiana and Northwestern 
Ohio shows a slight increase in activity, with 
prospects for a further gain during the sea- 
son. During May there were in the two 
States 91 wells completed, 13 dry holes, 719 
barrels new daily production, 435 abandoned 
wells, 41 rigs up, 108 wells drilling, and the 
figures show an all around increase over April. 
In the Northwestern Ohio end of the field, 62 
wells were completed, 6 dry holes, 452 bar- 
rels new production, 77 abandoned wells, 28 
rigs up and 75 drilling wells, the average 
daily production of the new wells for the 
month being 8 barrels. In Indiana there were 
29 wells completed, 7 dry holes, 267 barrels 
new production, 358 abandoned wells, 13 rigs 
up, 33 wells drilling, and the new wells daily 
average production were 12 barrels. 

The operations are confined to old 
with a little new development work in Van 
Wert county, where some small pumpers are 
being found and the field extended a short 
distance in advance of former development 
work. During the week there were new wells
